Grove avenue, bookkeeper for the club; found 
dead at Twentieth street and Indiana avenue. 

The Missing. 

McCape, Kirrim, Archer avenue and Twenty- 
first street; employedin laundry; had been ill 
in bed; last seen in burning building. 

The Injured, 

Devert, MAGGIE, living in the building; em- 
ployed as a chambermaid; badly burned about 
hands and face; taken to St. Luke’s Hospital. 

The fire broke out on the fifth floor, in the 
northwest ccrner, overlooking Michigan ave- 
nue, where workmen had been employed in 

making alterations. It is supposed that it 

started from matches thrown on a pile of 
building material, and within two hours from 
the time the flames were discovered there 
was nothing left of the handsomest club 
building in Chicago but smoking débris in 
the basement and blackened walls. In the 
two hours during which the tire raged uncon- 
trolled the flames crept down story by story, 
eating through the wooden floors and burning 
carpets and hangings, paintings, furniture, 
and furnishings, until there was not enough 
left to fill the basement. 

The first alarm that came from the burning 
building brought ha!f a duzen engines to the 
scene, but by the time the first fire com- 
panies had arrived the flames had gained 

When Marshal Townsend ar- 
fived on the first alarm the entire roof was 
ablaze, and he immedietely turned in a 4-11 

_ glarm, and this was followed by a call, bring- 
ing eighteen engines, five hook and ladder 
trucks, five chemicals, and a standp:pe. 

But the water supply was not sufficient.

Firemen Escape Uninjured., 


None of the tiremen were injpred, but the 
alub bookkeeper, Martin A. Redfield, dropped 
to the pavement at Twentieth street and In- 
diana avenue, a block from the fire, and when 
‘he was picked up by bystanders he was dead. 
He had been trying to save property from the 
club-house and had succeeded in removing the 
books before the fire reached the office floor. 

'  Theshock, combined with the unusual exer- 

| tion of running to and from the building, is 

' ~ supposed to have been the reason for his sud- 
- den death. 

Kitty McCabe, the missing girl, was lying 
ill in bed when the fire broke out, in one of 
theservants’ rooms on the top floor. She had 
heen out of her head during her sickness and, 
though she was able to get out of bed and 
down to the main floor, she was seen starting

could be seen through the windows. Grant, 
and Lincotin, and Sherman, and Admiral Por- 
ter, in the master hand of the great artist, 
were as tinder. Almostin a breath the canvas 
had curled up in flame and disap- 
peared, leaving the blackened gilt frame. 
There was ample time from the moment the 
firemen arrived until the flames had reachea 
the first floor to have carried the pictures at 
least out of harm’s way. but the Captain of 
the Patrol erred in judgment and néarly 
$100,000 worth of paintings represents the 
cost of that mistake. When he found that the 
fire was beyond control he ordered the pict- 
ures taken out, but it was too late. m&rlames 
had cut off access to the rooms and club mem- 
bers could simply stand by and watch the 
frolic uf the flames in the card-rooms. 

From the time when the fire had found its 
way down to the office floor all hope of saving 
any portion of the building was at an end, and 
the efforts of the firemen were directed to the 
faving of adjdining buildings and in keeping 
down the flames as much as possible. In sav- 
ing adjacent property the department was 
successful. In keeping down the flames the 
playing of the hose on the burning building 
was as child’s play. The fourth and fifth floors 
were soon a solid mass of flames, while the 
blazing roof lit up the city for blocks around. 


Thousands Watch the Flames, 

From out the windows of the’seven-story 
Pickwick Apartment House, across the street 
tothe south, hundreds of people watched the 
fire in comfort and security, while down in the 
streets below thousands of people going to 
their homes stopped to watch the battle with 
the flarnes, and many of them got drenched 
with icy water for their pains. Mist fell in 
clouds agd froze as it touched the uniforms 
of the police, the rubber coats of the firemen, 
and the overcoats of those who watched, ° 

But the fire*burned as brightly and as 
fiercely as it would have done on a summer’s 
day. It burned through the heavy slate roof, 
attacked the dormer windows, and sent show- 
ers of eparks and brands of burning wood fly- 
ing to the north and falling on the roofs of 
buildings to the northy Luckily the snow lay 
deep on the flat roof and the sparks were 
quickly extinguished. The flames were re- 
flected by the snow on streets and roofs until 
it looked from a distance'to be a larger fire 
even than it was. 

The accounts of those who were in the 
building when the fire broke out differ ma- 
terially in regard to the safety of Miss Kitty 
McCabe. J.J. Armour, manager of the club, 
said: **I am confident that Miss McCabe 
reached the street in safety. She was proba- 
bly taken in charge by friends and taken 
where she could be given clothing and proper 
attention.”’ Walter Mattocks is also confi- 
dent that he saw Miss McCabe bruvught down 
in the elevator and taken to a place of safety. 
But inquiry in the neighborhood could fiad no 
trace of her and none of her companions 
knew anything of her whereabouts, At a late 
hour last night the police reports of the mat- 
ter gave Miss McCabe as missing. 


Less Reaches $300,000, 

The loss on building and contents will easily 
reach $250,000 and some of the members place 
it as high as $300,000. The insurance amount- 
ed in all to $205,000, placed through Charles 
W. Drew & Co. and divided among a large 
number of companies. Not more than $10,000 
was covered in the policies of any one com- 
pany, 

An insurance adjuster watching the fire 
said: “I think there could have been some 
better work done here. I understand the rea- 
son the fire got beyond control was that the 
hydrants are situated too far away and some 
of them were frozen. You can see for yourself 
that there is plenty of room on all sides for 


' water towers, but none are present, Another

force is not great enough to throw water to 
the top of the building.”’ 

N. K. Fairbank, President of the club, 
watched the building burn down. «After it 
was certain that it could not be saved he 
called a meeting of the directors at his home. 
The situation was discussed, and it was de- 
cided to build at once. Mr. Fairbank said: 

“*T can tell you nothing at present. Come 
around tomorrow. Of course, the club will 
be rebuilt at once.” 

‘*Was it insured?” 

** Yes, fully insured. That was a fine build- 
ing inside and I am sorry to se2 it go. ‘I have 
heard nothing about the origin of the fire 
yet.”’ | 

At 10 o’clock last night the flames had al- 
most entirely subsided, except where here and 
there the wood®ork of some window was 
fanned into a blaze by the breeze. Several 
streams of water were kept pouring into the 
inside of the structure, and the walls, which 
yet stood, were covered with a coatiug of ice, 
which was added to every moment by the 
spray of the streams of water which fell upon 
it. 

CLUBMEN HAVE NARROW ESCAPES, 


Some of the Incidents of the Fire—The 
Resident Members. 

Fourteen bachelors lived in the club-house, 
and these lost sums ranging from a trifle to 
$10,000, which will no more than cover the 
loss of J. B. Goodman, who had a valuable 
collection of paintings and books, to say noth- 
ing of his wearing apparel and other personal 
property. Of those living in the building 
were the following mem bers: 

William Munro, President of the Bank of 
Montreal; R. A. Kettle, John J. Knickerbocker, 
Jd, C. Whitney, Walter Mattocks, E. F. Hender- 
son. J. B. Goodman, H. W. Jackson, Kenneth P. 
Chumasero, Frank O. Lowden, Robert H,. Flem- 
ing, Clinton Collier, and J. B. Breese. 

These members had rooms on the third 
and fourth floors, and the tailors who have 
their measures on their books may count 
pretty confidently on receiving orders for new 
outfits 1n the way of suits, dress suits, and 
overcoats. Mr. Munro lost all his belongings 
except jewelry and a few valuables, which 
were saved by George Dassington, club valet 
for those who have rooms in the building. 
Dassington saved valuables belonging to a 
few of the other members, but he could do 
nothing toward saving their wardrobes. 

Some of the club members had narrow es- 
capes. The first that the occupants of the 
lower floors knew of the fire was acry from 
the upper floor, where several domestics were 
eating supper. They in turn had been alarmed 
by screams from thé extreme top, or attic 
fiour, where some dornestics had been de- 
tained in their rooms. Those in the dining- 
room gave thealarm to the entire house, as 
they saw smoke coming through the ceil- 
ing. Then flames burst through the ceiling 
and every one rushed for escape. 

Down the stairs came the domestics 
and occupants of rooms on the upper floors, 
but on reaching the thain floor reconsidered 
their hasty action. The fire then appeared 
confined to one upper corner of the building, 
and fire extinguishers were tanned and the 
work of carrying out some personal effects 
was begun. 

Fire Becomes Unmanageable, 

Bit every one saw the mistake in a short 
time. From being confined to one corner of 
the building the flames burst through the en- 
tire upper part of the west half of the build- 
ing, every one was driven forth, and from that 
tirne the flames were not controlled for a mo- 
ment.

the office. As fragments of the roof began to 


fall, an order to vacate the building was issued 
by Assistant Fire Chief Musham, and all work 
of salvage ceased. 

The last people to leave the building, aside 
from a few firemen, were Manager Armour, 
Bookkeeper Redfield, Steward Hart, a report- 
erfor Tue Trung, and some munor at- 
tachés of the club, A few articles were carried 
hurriedly from the office. Manager Armour 
carried the cash-box of the club and Book- 
keeper Redfield guarded the “old timer” vis- 
itors’ register. 

Just before the alarm was given Walter Mat- 
tocks was engaged in taking a bath in 
his room on the fourth floor. R. A. Kettle 
was standing in the outer apartment talking 
with Mr. Mattocks when he smelt smoke and 
said he believed the building was on fire. He 
had been shaving in his goom on the floor be- 
low, and jocularly remarked that he would re- 
turn and finish shaving before the building 
burned down. He returned to his room, but 
a moment later the alarm was given and Mr. 
Kettle ran down-stairs, to return for an over- 
coat and a few valables, dnd then make his ea- 
cape from the building. 

Had a Narrow Escape. 

In the meantime Mr. Mattocks had proceed- 
ed leisurely with his toilet to suddenly realize 
that his situation was perilous. The halls 
were filled with smoke, and as Mr. Mattocks 
emerged from his room in trousers, slippers, 
and undershirt the stairway was hidden from 
view. Accepting the desperate chance Mr. 
Mattocks dropped to his hands and knees and 
crawled down two flights of stairs, then gain- 
ing his feet and rushing to a place of safety 
across the street. 

J.J. Knickerbocker was in his room when 
the alarm was given and took things coolly. 
By the aid of attachés he gathered all his 
personal effects and had them carried to a 
place of safety. Others saved but little. 

Bookkeeper Redfield met his death in a pe- 
culiar manner. After leaving the building he 
stood on the opposite side of the streebgnd re- 
moved thé handkerchef with which he had 
protected bis lungs against smoke. He then 
moved east through the crowd on Twentieth 
street, and no one noticed him again untila 
young man named William Marks saw a man 
lying in the snow near the sidewalk at the cor- 
ner of Twentieth street and Indiana avenue. 
The man was cearried to a_ neighbor- 
ing porch, from which he was  car- 
ried to the .-basement of the house 
occupied by Mrs. A. C. Campbell, No. 2003 
Indianaavenue. There were no marks on the 
body, and physicians said death had probably 
ensued from heart disease, superinduced by 
the excitement. There were rumors that Mr 
Redfield had been knocked down by a passing 
wagon, but none could be found. to substanti- 
ate such rumor. 

Mr. Redfield had long been bookkeeper for 
the Calumet club. He was 55 years old, lived 
with his wife at No,2318 Cottage Grove avenue, 
and had one daughter married who acquired 
some note as a’ singer before her marrage. 
The body was takeu to his home mn the Mara- 
thon Block, where his wife was prostrated by 
the shock, ® 

Steward T. C. Hart said: 

** I was just coming to work when thesmoke 

and flames burst out the upper corner of the 
west half of the house, As I ran in the alarm 
was just being spread through the house and 
the domestics, who were eating sup- 
per in the dining hall, came 
pell-mell down the stairs. We went 
back again and brought extinguishers into 
service. The fire came from tho floor which, 
by the peculiar construction of the building, 
can be designated as both the fourth and fifth 
floor. Workmen have been engaged all 
winter in altering the building, changing card 
roomns into sleeping apartments, and there 
was where the fire originated. But we couldn’t 
stand it and had to retreat. No assistance 
came from the outside until fully five minutes 
after-the.fire enginap-arrived.” ©} 
_ Officers and members of the club and own- 
ers and occupants of adjoining property were 
severe in their censure of. the Fire Depart- 
ment for the delay in getting water on the 
fire. The streams were scattered and the 
force extremely light. Assistant Chief 
Musham, when the fire was at its height, was 
asked about the water pressure and acknowl- 
edged that it was entirely too light. 
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STATEMENTS OF THE SERVANTS, 


Some of Them Had Narrow Escapes in 
Getting from the Building. 

Miss Nellie Dempsey was one of the do- 
mestics at the club-house, and was in the room 
on the upper floor where another domestic 
named Kittie McCabe and a laundress named 
Maggie Bevett were sick in bed. ‘She states 
that when she found by the incoming smoke 
that the house was on fire she forced her way 
through the thick smoke and went out of the 
building. She had aroused the other two 
girls, and they were putting. on their clothing 
preparatory to a hasty daparture, but she did 
not see them after she left the room. 

Miss Maggie Bevett was seen last evening at 
St. Luke’s Hospital on Indiana avenue. 
whither she had been taken from the burning 
building. She was attended by Dr. McArthur, 
who reported that her wounds were superfi- 
cial, she having been burned only on face and 
hands. 

When asked about her escape from the 
building she said that she and Kittie were in 
bed, as they were not feeling weli and were 
unable to work. The presence of the dense 
smoke aroused them and she threw on her 
clothes and tried to grope her way out, calling 
on.Kittie to follow. She made two attempts 
to get out, and then, half stifled with the 
smoke, managed to reach the stairs, fighting 
her way through smoke and flames. She 
walked part way down the stairs and fell the 
rest of the distance. Shedid not see Kittie 
any more, and knowing that the latter was 
still in their room as she left, was fearful that 
she did not escape. 


SCENES IN ADJOINING BUILDINGS. 


Many of the Tenants Are Frightened and 
. Beat a Hasty Retrent. 

Malcolm McNeil, owner of the Pickwick 
Flats, immediately south of the club building, 
which is occupied on the Michigan avenue 
front by Mr. and Mrs. MeNeil and family, 
Mr. and Mrs. Kdison Keith Jr., Mrs. Deacon 
Bross, Mrs. Hoyte, Mr. and Mrs. James Ray- 
mond, and Mr. and Mrs. Holt, saw the fire at 
5:10 o’clock, as he was returning home, He 
found his tenants in a state of confusion, and 
Mrs. Holt, who's a sister of the Rev. J.S. Mc 
Pherson, in a faint. He took Mrs. Holt to 
her apartment and sent assistants to her, and 
then turned his attention to the other tenants, 
who were packing their goods preparatory to 
making a hasty exit. 

The double house on Michigan avenue next 
north of the Calumet isa three-story brick, 
owned by Miss A. W. Wheeler, No. 1927. The 
south half was occupied by C, C, Doolittle, 
and No, 1925, the north haif, by J. A. Myers, 
The young women of the latter family were in 
the upper story, when they were startled by the 
appearance of thick smoke which seemed to 
fillthe room. Looking out the window they 
saw flames issuing from the Calumet and ran 
down-stgirs, sending the furnace boy to give 
the alarm.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE CLUB, 


Story of the Organization and the Build- 
ing of Its Home, 

The beautiful home of the Calumet club 
destroyed last night was completed in 1883, 
and April 21 of that year was formally opened 
by a reception and ball. Dhe building was of 
the Romanesque order architecture, built 
of stone and brick and was four stories in 
height. From the imposthg entrance on 
Twentieth street the visitor entered a spacious 
hall, 40x30 feet in size. To the’ right of this 
was located the office. At the left was a 
spacious old-fashioned open fireplace. Ad- 
joining the main hall on the extreme right 
was the billiard hall, whieh contained eight 
tables. A well-appointed café opened into 
the room, On the Michigamavenue side tha 
reading-room was located, This room, like 
the rest of the floor, was perfect in its ap- 
pointments and extended the whole length of 
the Michigan avenue side of the house. 

A notable collection of portraits and paint- 
ings adorned this room. They comprised a 
full tength portrait of ‘Gen, Grant by Le- 
clear, portraits of John Wentworth by Healy, 
and the great canvas of the same artist known 
ns the “Council of War,” which depicted 
President Lincoln in consulgation with Gens. 
Grant and Sherman and Commodore Porter. 
There were also portraits of Gen. Anson 
Stager, Edison Keith, early Presidents of the 
club, a half-length crayon of Gen. P. H. Sher- 
idan and a portrait of John McCullough as 
Virginius, besides other works of high artistic 
worth. 

On the second floor were situated the card- 
rooms and a large ball-room where, the club 
has been accustomed to give its entertain- 
ments. The third floor was devoted to pri- 
vate rooms for the use of club memters, and 
on the top floor were the dining-rooms and 
kitchen. The house throughout was fitted 
with all the elegant appurtenances which re- 
fined taste could suggest or Money procure. 
The cost of theJot and building amounted to 
$200,000, while the furnishings represented an 
outlay of $50,000. 

In 1878 120 society and business men, adopt- 
ing as the name of the organization 
the Indian word Calumet, meaning 
“pipe of ‘ peace,’ organized the club. 
The tirst officers elected were: President, 
Gen. Anson 8B, Stager; Vice-President, 
Cherles J. Barnes; Secretary and Treasurer, 
Frederick B. Tuttle. The following Board 
of Directors was chosen: Charles J. Barnes, 
William Chisholm, Joseph Coleman, Charles 
W. Drew, Augustus W. Eddy, Edwin F. 
jetchell, Samuel J. Glover, Edson Keith, 
Robert L. Perry, Anson Stager, and Ff reder- 
ick B. Tuttle. 

The club fixed its initiation fee at $100 and 
yearly dues at $80, and leased for three years 
a large residence at the northeast corner of 
Michigan avenue and Eighteenth street. The 
house was formally dedigated April 30, 1878, 
and a month later _meuybers and their 


“eeptions which it has since been the annual 


custom of the club to give. 

The following October an art reception was 
given by the 6-months-old club, which was a 
noteworthy success. Later the club enter. 
tained the State Microscopical Society. In 
1879 it gave a brilliant reception to Minnie 
Hauk, the prima donna, in recognition of her 
efforts in behalf of the sufferers by the 
great fire, and in the autumn following gave 
ayet more magnificent reception to Gen. 
Grant and his wife on their return from their 
tour around the world. A gathering of most 
distinguished guests marked tbis occasion. 
The club grew in popularity. Many new 
members entered, and in a year or two its 
quarters were found too small for its in- 
creased importance. Ground for the building 
burned last night was broken in 1881, and 
immediately it had entered its new house the. 
socia! reunions and receptions, which were a 
feature of the club’s life, were recommenced. 

Special care was taken to make its 
annual art receptions successful, and 
much preparation for them was made in 
advance by committees to which were in- 
trusted the management.

The club was deeply interested in the early 
history of Illinois, and had coijlected much 
dataand many documents bearing upon the 
subject.

Many vocations in life are repre- 
sented, but the majority of its members are 
active business-men of this city. There are 
also numerous non-resident members who are 
scattered all over the United States and in 
for2ign countries.

| VOYAGE THROUGH ICE 


QOLD AND PERILOUS TRIP ON A TUG 
; TO THE FOUR MILE ORIB, 


At Times the Vessel Is Lifted Half Out of 
the Water by Being Crowded Upon 
Heavy Floes—In Danger of Sinking— 
The Open Lake and Safety Reached at 
Last—Engineer Geraldine Declares 
There Is No Danger of a Shortage in 
the Supply. 


A trip on a tug to the four-mile crib is any- 
thing but a pleasant duty this cold weather, 
but such a trip was thought necessary by City 
Engineer Geraldine yesterday. At 3 o’clock 
the tug D. P. Hail Jeft the docks at La Salle 
street with Mr. Geraldine on board, He was 
accompanied by W. C. Callihan, his chief 
clerk, W. N. Vinyard, assistant engineer of 
the four-mile crib, and a reporter for Tue 
Taisunz.. Thetug had tried to get out of the 
river one week ago, but stove a hole in the 
bottom which sank it. 

It was by no means impossible that the tug 
might again stave ahole in bow or bottom 
that would sink it in short order, leaving crew 
and passengers to shiver ana freeze for hours 
on an ice floe—that is, if they were fortunate 
enough to get on one—for the ice was thicker 
and heavierthan it was when the mishap of a 
week ago occurred. The ice was in large 
chunks twelve to fifteen inches thick, held 
together by three feet of slush under- 
neath. A full bead of steam was 
necessary to move the tug slowly down 
the river. Near the lake the ice was heavy 
enough to almost stop the boat. It shivered 
from stem to stern every time a large chunk 
was rundown. Half the time the bow of the 
tug would be pointing out of the water at an 
angle of thirty degrees as it climbed upon 
huge masses of ice, then it would break 
through with acrash. Then for a few yards 
the way would be through slush ice, which 
would fly in every direction. The way be- 
came more difficult as the tug drew nearer 
the lake. At one time it looked as though the 
trip would have to be abandoned or that the 
boat would sink again, but Capt. Doyle told 
Engineer Barney to “let ’er go,’’ and, 
Barney, letting ‘‘’er go,’”’ drove the tug to the 
clear water in the lake. | 

Once on the lake progress was comparative- 
ly easy. Avoiding large fields of ice the two- 
mile crib was finally reached without accident 
and the passengers landed. 

Trouble with Ice at the Crib, 

The trip had been a cold one and the first 
place visited was the engine-room. After get- 
ing warm Mr. Geraldine inspected the crib. 
There had been some trouble with: ice floes 
there and the tugs Torrent and Dalton were 
inside creating a current and assisting the 


| force of six pikemenin keeping the ice out. 


The tugs are kept busy day and night. With 
the present force, which will be kept there as 
long as the cold weather lasts, the danger of 
ice blocking the intakes will be small. 

‘** Life at the two-mile crib is more pleasant 
now than when Capt. McKee had charge,”’ 
said Mr. Geraldine, after a thorough inspec- 
tion of the crib. “You Know McKee was re- 
quested to resign ten Gays ago. The warm 
rooms he and his family oceupied have been 
fixed for the men, and they do not have to 
freeze as formerly. The food supplies con- 
sist of everything substantial, and there seems 
to be no complaint of any kind. Capt. Dall 
has been on the lakes many years, and is the 
right man in the right place, He evidently 
understands his business.” 

Capt. Dallsays the weather is extremely 
cold out there. The men work in six hour 
shifts. He isnot entirely cut off frum the 
world (meaning thereby Chicago), as he can 
or science over the wire when he becomes 
lonely. Hesays the struggle to keep anchor 
ice out of the wells has been ahardone. A 
wire basket is used to fish out. the smaller 
pieces of ice from the wells. 

Embarking Under Difficulties, 
After making all needed arrangement to 


Geraldine and company slid down the icy sides 
of the crib by means of a rope, dangled in the 
air an instant, and were dragged aboard the 
tug by the engineer, The trip to the four- 
mile tunnel was through flocks of ducks and 
fields of floating ice. On drawing near the 
crib a man came out and {making a trumpet 
of his hands bawled: 

‘* Ship, ahoy! You can’t land here unless 
you have some papers. We have had noth- 
ing to read for days.”’ 

A copy of Tuz Trrpune was flourished at 
him, and with a grin of delight he ‘“* guessed 
ye might come alongside.’”’ An ice-covered 
ladder was lowered to the boat up which the 
party climbed. 

The four-mile crib is clear of ice except on 
its sides, where the spray is frozen several 
feet thick. Entrance to the interior was 
through an ice-covered hole in the side of the 
masonry. Once inside the cook, Keily, 
warmed some coffee for the visitors, set out his 
best pies, wiped his hands on his apron, then 
stood back and grinned and gossiped. 

The men at the four-mile crib lead a lonely 
life of it. When they get the blues they 
read ‘‘ Snow-Bound ” and imagine it is ** ice- 
bound.” They-play cards and spin yarns and 
work hard to keep the stove red-hot. Capt. 
Johnson said the larder was well supplied and 
that they had not suffered much from theo 
cold. 

The big crib is 117 feet in diameter and the 
intakes are thirty-eight feet below the sur- 
face of the lake. 1t would be next to impos- 
sible to choke all the intakes with ice at one 
time, so the four-mile crib can be relied upon 
even should alle the others fail. New iron- 
work is now being placed in position for per- 
manent quarters for the men and for the large 


lighthouse, 
No Fear of Short Water Supply. 

On the return trip to the city Engineer Ger- 
aldine said: “I am satisfied that there is no 
danger of the water supply giving out at pres- 
ent. The twoand four mile cribs furnish 
200,000,000 gallons a day now, and should one 
become clogged the other can be relied upon. 
I think the system of force pymps and engines 
at the two-mile crib will keep things all right 
there, and the four-mile crib is too far out for 
the ice. There was some trouble at the north 
crib this morning, but we sent a tug out there 
and they are now all right again. This morn- 
ing I called in all the water division foremen 
and instructed them to be particular about 
frozen hydrants. Chief Swenie of the fire de- 
partment has agreed to help all he can in this 
respect and I think the fire supply will be all 
right. 

‘There is one thing I wish Tue Trisune 
would make strong for me, and that is a pro- 
test against the waste of water. The mains 
are full, the cribs in good order, and the pres- 
sure high, and yet many people cannot get 
sufficient water. In the summer the pressure 
could be reduced at night, but now it is not 
done. It is because the people let the water 
run to prevent pipes freezing.” 

The Police Department has been called 
upon by Acting Commissioner of Public 
Works Kuhns to assist in preventing the waste 
of water by people who run the water to pre- 
vent the pipes freezing at night.

time since his return home. While the symp- 
toms seemed better last night this morning 
he did not believe the patient entirely out of 
danger. Hespent most of the night at the 
Hayes mansion and today made several calls, 
remaining an hour or more each time. 

Gathered at His Bedside. 

Rutherford P.,ason of the ex-President, 
who is cashier of the Fremont Savmgs Bank, 
was at the bank as usual this morning, and in 
conversation stated that his father had rested 
easy, and that if {there was any change it was 
for the better; that while the attack of Sun- 
day was rather serious no great alarm had 
been felt at anytime. The patient rested in 
his usual bedroom on the first floor of his 
residence, and attendants were constantly at 
his bedside. Richard Hayes of Toledo spent 
Sunday with the family, but returned to his 
home thatevening. Scott, who is in Cincin- 
nati, will probably arrive tomorrow morning. 
Mr. Webb Hayes said the condition of his 
father took a sudden turn for the worse, and 
that death came suddenly and seemingly with- , 
out much pain. The suffering of the patient 
had been kept down all along by opiates, and 
the final struggle was short and not severe, .. 

Last Words of the Ex- President. 

A personal friend of the family says of the 
illness and death of the ex-Presideat: “* He 
left Cleveland Saturday afternoon for Fre. 
mont. He was driven in a close carriage 
to the Union Depot, where his son joined 
him, and immediately after entering the car 
complained of cold and asked for stimulants, 
He tinally consented to leave the car and went 
into the waitwmg-room, where stimulants were 
given him. These so revived him that he in- 
sisted on returning to the train, saying that he 
must go home, ‘I would rather die in Spiegel 
Grove,’ he said, ‘than live anywhere else.’ 
After his return to the car he was seized with 
violent pains in the chest which lasted until 
after his return home. 

** He was treated for angina pectoris, but 
while relieved of distress his heart never re- 
covered its vigor, and’ life was suddenly ter- 
minated by paralysis of the heart while lying 
in hisown room. He frequeutly referred to 
a visit madeto his wife’s grave on the pre- 
ceding Sunday, and spoke of the quiet 
beauty of the snow-covered scene, He said 
that he almost wished ne was lymg there by 
the side of his wife, it was all so peaceful. 
‘And yet,’ he said, ‘I am not unhappy. My 
life is an unexceptionably happy one.’ His 
last words, ‘I know that I am gomg where 
Lucy is,’ were spoken to his family physician 
with the utmost earnestness.”’ 

Early in the evening there was every reason 
to suppose that the patient would pass a com 
fortable night and the family retired to rest.

At the close of 
the war in June, 1865, he resigned his com- 
mission. 


The Electoral Commission. 
He had previously been elected a Re present- 
ative in Congress from Ohio, and took his seat 


‘in December, 1865. He was reélected for the 


following term, but resigned in 1867, having 
been elected Goyernor of Ohio, to which office 
he was reélected in 1869, and again in 1875. 
His repeated success in Ohio induced the Re- 
publican. National convention in 1876 to nom}- 


ate him for the Presidency. When the elec- 
tion had taken place it seemed certain that of 
the 369 Electoral votes 184 would be. cast for 
Mr. Tilden, the Democratic candidate, being 
one less than. a majority ; 172 were equally sure 


~ for Mr. Hayes; but there were thirteen Elect- 


ors in respect to whose election there were 
grave questions in dispute. If only one of 
these votes should be counted ior Mr. 
Tilden he would have a majority, and 
would consequently become President. 
In order to secure the election of 
Hayes ail of these thirtcen votes must 
be counted for him. As the Republicans 
had a mapority in the Senate, and the Demo- 
crats in the House, it was certain that the two 
branches of Congress would not agree in the 
counting of the disputed votes. In this emer- 

ney a bifl was passed creating a special 


ectoral Commission to consist of five cog § 


atora, five Representatives, and five Judges o 
the Supreme Court. This commission, by a 
-%najority of one, decided that the disputed 
votes should all be counted for Mr. Hayes, 
iving him a majority of one vote, and he was 
lared duly elected. 


His Conservative Administration. 


Mr. Hayes’ administration was known as a 
Gonservative one. By the withdrawal of all 
national troops from the Southern States he 
restored to them:in its entirety the right of 
local self-governinent. He endeavored to pre- 
vent the remonetization of silver at more than 
its intrinsic value, but his veto was overridden 
by the constitutional two-thirds majority in 
Congress. He firmly maintained, against a 
large majority of both branches of Congress, 
the resumption of specie payments. Both the 
Senate and the House vigorously opposed his 
efforts at a reform of the civil service, 
so that the bill prohibiting political 
assessment on officeholders was the 
only law on the subject of which 
he secured the passage. He was able, 
however, to set an example in favor of the re- 
form by checking removals except for cause, 
and by institattng in the Interior Department 
in Washington and in tie Postoftice and Cus- 
tom-House at New York competitive examina- 
tions for appointment.

HOME LIFE OF MR, HAYES.:

Something About the Ex-President at His 
Place of Residence. 

Frank G. Carpenter in a letter dated Fre- 

mont, O., and printed in the Sunday news- 

papers, wrote entertainingly of the home hfe 

of Mr. Hayes. The following extracts are 


taken from it: 
The Town of Fremont, where ex- President Hayes 
lives, is one of the most beautifal little cities in 
Ohio. Ex-President Hayes’ home ie on the out- 
skirts of the town, and, in fact, as much in the 
country as though it were miles away from it. It 
cousists of a great park of forest trees surround- 
ed on three sides by a stretch of rolling country 
and on the fourth by tbe town. The Pree 
ident calis it Spiegel Grove, ‘and he 
told me there were thirty different vari- 
eties of trees in the woods aboutit, and these are 
inhabited during the summer by more than fifty- 
two varieties of birds. The house is a two-story 
and attic red brick, built in the Gothic style, with 
a porch about 100 feet long and fifteen feet wide 
running across its front and with many windows 
on all of its sides. Mr. Hayes has added to it 
from time to time until it must now contain 
more room than the White House, During my 
walk through it with him later in the day 
asked him as to the number of rooms it contained. 
He replied that he had not counted them, but 
that his last gas bill showed that he was 
keeping up seventeen fires, and 1 found that 
the attic was a whole house in itself, The thing 
that struck me most about the house was its 
home-like character. Every part of it is used, 
and it looks as though some one lived init. The 
wails of the rooms are covered with beautiful 
yictures, among others acopy of the picture of 
rs. Hayes which hangs in the White House, and 
there are a few paintings by famous artists hang- 
ing here and there. The hall contains some old 
furniture which has been in Mr. Hayes’ family for 
generations, and a long clock which belonged to 
his grandfather stands in one corner. 
I doubt whether there is a family in the country 
who has so many photographs as that of ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes. tle told me that not long ago they 
had begun to count them, but had stopped at 
5,000, and he had no doubt that there were 10,000 
different photographs in the house. These pho- 
tographs are of ail characters and subjects. Thou- 
sands of them relate to the ex-President and his 
friends, and a great many of them are snap shots 
taken by bis children and by friends of the 
family. His son, Rutherford Hayes =Jr., 
or “Rud” as =he is’ familiarly cailed, 
13 a successful amateur photographer. 
Many of the ex-President’s photographs repre- 
sented Mrs. Hayes, and the President spoke most 
affectionately of ber as he looked over them. The 
one he likes best is that made by Sarony of New 
York some years before her death, and among his 
favorite pictures is one which hecalls the Madox- 
na picture. Itis the photograph of a daguerreo- 
type or painting of Mrs. Hayes at about the time 
of her marriage, and itis wonderfully beautiful, 
The motherly face in the picture is indescribable, 
and it is more beautiful than most of the Madon- 
nas known to art. Another represents Mr. and 
Mrs. Hayes as they looked shortly after 
their marriage, and among the striking 
snap shots of the collection is the last 
picture that was taken of the wife of the 
ex-President. Mr. Hayes called it ** The Wounded 
Pigeon,’ and it represents Mrs. Hayessitting with 
the ex-President’s hat on her head with a wound- 
ed pigeon in ber hands, which she was trying to 
soothe and cure. One of the guests of the house 
snapped the camera on her without her knowing 
it, and the kind, sympathetic face of Mrs. Hayes 
is*shown here in all its beauty. 


His Tribute to Mrs. Hayes. 


As we looked over these pictures I spoke of 
Mrs. Hayes, and the ex-President gave her the 
most beautiful tribute a husband could make to 
his departed wife. Hespoke of her kindness aad 
said: ** She was, I believe, ome of the most won- 
derful women the world has ever known. She 
could do more things than any woman I have 
ever met, and she did them all well. She hada 
most beautiful soul and she was the personilfica- 
tion of love. She was thoroughly in sympathy 
with the world and she was always doing some 
kindness for those about her. Her sympathy ex- 
tended to the poorest and the lowest as well as to 
the rich and the famous, and as an instance of 
this I remember a little thing that happened at 
Columbus a day or two after 1 was elected Pres- 
ident. rs, ayes was driving through the 
city in her carriage when she saw on the sidewalk 
a drunken woman, A crowd of boys and men were 
jeering at her and she had fallen on the street, 
too intoxicated to stand. Mrs. Hayes saw her 
and stopped her carriage ‘and directed that she 
be put intoit. She took her with her toa place 
where she could recover her womanhood. It was 
the same with every one with whom she came in 
contact. During the war she was the angel of 
many acamp, and she was loved by the soldiers 
and by every one. She had more power over 
others than any person I have ever known. I re- 
member an instance that occurred when she was 
agirl. A boy had crushed his hand, and he was 
in such terrible pain that he weut into spasms 
when the doctor attempted to dress it. They 
could do nothing with him until at last 
some one suggested sending for Nrs. Hayes. She 
came and she at once quieted the injured boy, in- 
spired him with confidence in the doctor, and he 
allowed his hand to be dressed. The next day 
the same scene occurred and it was feared 
the result would be serious, until at last 
the boy said: ‘I think if you would send for 
Auntie Hayes I could let the doctor touch 
my hand.’ This was done and the hand 
was dressed without trouble. Her tact was 
shown again and again while she was in the 
' White House. [ remember an instance which oc- 
curred at just about the time the picture of 
Martha Washington was hung there, We had a 
private dinner at the White House one night, 
and as usual we had the Marine Band to play for 
us. Mrs. Hayes was very fond of the Marine 
Band and we considered them our friends. The 
oarty had left the table and had gone into the 

Cast Room. They had here gathered around the 

icture of Martha Washington. It hangs, you 

now, just next to that of Washington on the 
east wali of the room. Many people now su 
pace it has always hung there, it fits so naturally 
in with that of Washington. but Mrs. Hayes was 
the one who placed it there.

Idoall my work myself and 
pen answers to all my letters with my own hand. 
AtSo'clock I have my breakfast, and shortly 
after this | go to work again and write away un- 
til about 11, when I drop my writing for the day, 
I then take a walk and look about the place. 
am fond of walking and think it as good exer- 
ciseasa man can take. I walk at_ least six 
miles every day, and often more. It is about 
a mile from here down town, and I make 
three trips almost regularly. I have my 
luneh at 1 o’clock and after it is over I read and 
walk about the grounds here. Along later in the 
afternoon | take a drive of several hours. 1 have 
a carriage that can be epepes or closed, but when 
the weather permits it 1 keep itopen. I always 
take some one with me when | drive and I have 
about a dozen lady friends in town whom | can 
call upon to ride with me. I have room for three 
or four of them ata time and they expect me to 
call for them without making any appointment, 
and 1 seldom lack for company—in fact, the 
ladies outside my family ride with me more than 
those of the family, My daughter does not care 
ae 9 for driving and she only goes about once a4 
week. 

* Do you drive yourself?” I asked. 

“No,” replied ex-President Hayes, “I havea 
very fiery team of borses and one of my arms is 
quite weak,” 

“ How does that come, Mr. Hayes, what is the 
matter with it?”

Hetold me some in- 
teresting reminiscences of Webster, Clay, and 
Tom Corwin, and gave me a word or two on

TESTIMONY FOR THE DEFENDANT, 


Prosecution Concludes Its Evidence in the 
Homestead Poisoning Case. 

PirtspurG, Pa., Jan, 17.—Chemist A. 
Hunt gave the most important evidence at the 
morning session in the trial of the alleged 
poisoners and caused something of a sensa- 
tion by stating that he found croton oil and 
arsenic in the excrement of a Homestead 
workman named Hebron, which was given 
him fur analysis. Hebron was taken ill Sept. 
10 and died five weeks later. 

The first witness called for the defense was 
Dr. Richard T. McCord of Pittsburg, who 
described the effects of arsenic and croton 
oil on the human system, and showed the 
similarity between symptoms caused by those 
poisons and those brought on by the ordinary 
causes of disease. Dr. Purman of Home- 
stead being called said that he had two 
patients now under his care who became 
afflicted with diarrhea last July, and whose 
cases had not yet yielded to treatment. J. T. 
Little, a member of Battery B of the Na- 
tionaP Guards, and aine of his comrades testi- 
fied that shortly after arriving at Homestead 
on July 12 they became ill, vomiting, and 
being seized with diarrhea.

HOT FIGHT ON DAVIS. 


RUMORS OF SOHEMES TO COMPASS 
THE SENATOR'S DEFEAT. 


the Vote in the Two Minnesota Houses 
He Secures Two Ballots More than 
Enough to Elect—His Friends, How-" 
ever, Fear Shaky Legislators May Be 
Fixed by the Time the Joint Ballot Is 
Taken Today — Turpie Gets Enough 
Votes to Insure His Election. 

Sr. Paux, Minn., Jan. 17.—[Special. |—The 
town has gone wild over the Senatorial fight 
and the air reeks with all surts and conditions 
of rumors.

Oneis that he has. received in- 
structions from St. Peter, and the other is 
that Kellogg and ,Severance, United States 
Senator Davis’ law partners, interfered in the 
Davis-McCleary fight at the last general elec- 
tion, and were only called off by threats. At 
all events the situation amounts to just that 
much, and the outspoken ones deciare that 
Davis will lose six more votes  be- 
tween now and the hour for taking 
the joint ballot tomorrow. One plan contem- 
plates a tie as a result. ‘The tie will be fol- 
lowed by a break. Those who voted for Davis 
in the Senate and the House on the separate 
ballot will consider themselves absolved from 
further responsibility in that direction and 
will vote for whomsoever they please. The 
survivor of the wreck remains to be identified. 
Ex-Gov. Merriam might have been success- 
ful, and may be yet, for all that, had he not 
been retired and made to put a stop to certain 
plans which his managers were industriously 
carrying out. Work in that direction having 
stopped it may be that his chances are in- 
jured, but nobody knows, and matters can 
ouly be positively known when the fateful 
joint ballot shall have occurred. 

At Davis headquarters tonight the utmost 
contidence is being shown, and on the surface 
it would appear that he is almost sure to be 
elected, but many of his friends will be giad 
when the balloting is over tomorrow.

The Davis men on 
the other hand claim that they will surely get 
some of the scattering. votes tomorrow and 
they figure on increasing their total from 8&7 
to at least 90.

Death of an Immigrant on a Soo Train 
with Every Symptom, 

Sautt Ste. Marre, Mich.;Jan. 17.—[ Special. ] 
—A German immigrant died last night on a 
Soo line passenger train between Dunbar and 
Pembine from symptoms greatly resembling 
cholera. The conauctor who arrived here to- 
day said: 

“I had a carload of immigrants yesterday 
who were ticketed to Minneapolis, I noticed a 
commotion among the passengers and upon 
inquiry the cause was shown, a man who ap- 
peared quite sick. After we left Pembine the 
sick man’s symptoms became most violent. 
He purged and vomited and drank water 
incessantly, all the while acting as if in great 
pain. At Dunbar, the next station, I stopped 
the train and called a physician on board, but 
he refused to do anything. I started the 
train again, but we had not gone 
far when the man died. 

** As soon as death ensued the corpse turned 
biack,”’

A joint resolution adopted by the House, 
providing that a committee be appointed to 
investigate the needs of the Judges of the Ap- 
pellate Court of the Chicago district, was con- 
curred in. 

Senator Craig introduced three bills. The 
first provides rules for theredemption of prop- 
erty sold fortaxes. It may be redeemed six 
months after the date of sale by the payment 
of the amount for which it was sold and 10 
per cent, together with the taxes; if redeemed 
between-six and twelve months, 20 per cent; 
between twelve and eighteen months, 30 per 
cent; betWeen eighteen months and two years, 
40 percent. The person redeeming shall pay 
the amount of taxes and special assessments 
accruing. Tenants in common or joint inter- 
ests may redeem their individual share. The 
second provides for abvulishing the State Board 
of Equalization at the expiration of the term 
of office of its inembers, and provides that the 
Governor, Auditor, and Attorney-General of 
the State shall comprise the board. The third 
provides that the time for advertising the de- 
linquent tax land sales shall be changed from 
May to June, 

In order clearly to define the responsibility 
for libel and to protect editors, publishers, and 
reporters from malicious prosecution, Senator 
Coppinger presented a bill which declares the 
circumstances under which civil and criminal 
actions for libel may be prosecuted. It is in 
substance as foilows: 

No action or prosectition for libel, either civil 
or criminal, shall be maintained against any 
editor, contributor, writer, or publisher of a 
paper unless an opportunity be first given such 
editor, contributor, writer, or publisher to re- 
tract or correct the same, and if such retractions 
or corrections be made as fully and publicly as 
the libelous articlé thisshall be a complete de- 
fense against any civil or criminal action unless 
malice be proven by the prosecution,

RAMEY’S BILL FOR LOCAL OPTION. 


Cook County Members Give Evidence of 
Hostility to the Measure, 

SPRINGFIELD, IlL, Jan. 17.—Representative 
Ramey’s bill for local option in the matter of 
licensing dramshops provides as follows: 

The County Beards of each county may grant 
license to keep so many dramshops in their coun- 
ty asthey may think the public good requires 
upon the application by petition of a majority of 
legal voters of the townships if 
the county is under township or- 
ganizahion, and if not “‘nnder’ township 
organization of a majority of legal Voters of the 
election precinct or district where the same 
is proposed to be located and upon the payment 
in the County Treasury of such sum as the board 
may require, not less than $500 per annum for 
each license, and upon compliance with the pro- 
visions of an act entitled *“‘An act to pro- 
vide for the licensing of and against 
the evils arising fromthe sale of intoxicating 
liquers ’’ approved March 3, 1574, in force July 1, 
1874,: provided that in all cases when a license is 
granted for the sale of malt tiquurs only, 
such board may grant, the same upon 
payment into the County Treasury of a sum 
not less than $150 per annum for each 
license; provided further such board shall not 
have power to issue any license to keep a dram- 
shop in any incorporated city, -town, or 
village, or within two miles of the same 
in which the corporate authorities have 
authority to license, regulate, restrain, or 
prohibit the sale of liquors as «in any place where 
the sale of liquors is prohibited by law. All 
money thus paid into the Couaty Treasury shall 
be placed to the credit of the township for roads 
and bridges inwhich said dramshops may be lo- 
cated. 

Mr. Ramey sought to refer the bill to the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges, bui there 
was a storm of objections from the Cook 
County members, and if was compelled to go 
to the License committee. 


DEPOSITS OF COUNTY AND CITY FUNDS. 


Erickson’s Bill Provides That Interest Shall 
Go to the Public Credit. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 17.—| Special. |] —Rep- 
resentative Erickson of Cook today intro- 
duced the following bill affecting County 
Treasurers and designed by him particularly 
to apply to Cook County: 

The County Commissioners may require that 
ail moneys recéived tby the County Treasurer 
shall be deposited daily by the “Treasurer in any 
bank or banks: to be/ designated by the County 
(Commissioners. Such bank or banks shall be 
designated after advertising in one or more 
daily newspapers published in the largest 
city of s2id county for at least 
ten days for proposals and receiving 
proposals stating what interest will be 
paid on the daily balance of amounts deposited 
on condition that all amounts so deposited With 
accrued interest shall be held subject at all times 
to draft and payments on demand. 
deposited in any bank shall not exceed the 
amount of capital stock of the bank, nor shall 
any deposit be made in any bank until the officers 
of the bank shall execute to the county a bond 
with at least five freeholders of the county as 
sureties to be approved by tiie Chairman of the 
County Board and Chairman of the Finance 
committee of the County Commissioners in such 
sum as the County Commissioners shall direct; 
the same. however, to be at least double the esti- 
mated amount of money to be deposited with the 
bank. Whenever any county money shall be de- 
posited by the County Treasurer as provided in 
this-act, said Treasurer and the sureties on his 
official bond shall be exempted from all liability 
on such bond by reason of the loss of any such 
deposited money arising from the failure, bank- 
ruptcy, or any other act of the bank or any of its 
otlicers. 

Mr. Erickson presented a bill on the same 
general lines in regard to city funds. 


“ SLIGHT VICTORY FOR CHICAGO, 


Attorney-General Will Advise the Commit- 
tee on Senatorial Apportionment, 

SpRINGFIELD, IIL, Jan. 17.—[Special. ]—N ot 
much progress was made in the matter of ap- 
portionment in the Senatorial Apportionment 
coruimittee of the House today, but the Chica- 
go members of the committee and the 
friends of Chicago who are their 
associates were quite aggressive. The 
Republican members all took occasion 
to express themselves in favor of sixteen Sen- 
atorial districts. for. Cook County. Donnelly, 
McInerney, Farrell, Carmody, and Wilson of 
the Democrats were also pronounced in their 
views in this respect. 

Under the Constitution and imperfect Fed- 
eral census of 1899 Cook County, unfortu- 
nately, could not have all the representation 
that it was entitled to.

Judge Callahan of Crawford County, Secre-. 
tary Mitchell of the State committee, ex-Rep- 
resentative Pardridge, and Judge Messick of 
the State Republican Executive committee 
spent the entire day in drafting plans for Sen- 
atorial and Congressional apportionment.

‘AGREE TO DISAGREE. 


KANSAS POPULISTS AND REPUBLIO- 
ANS OAN’T ADJUST DIFFERENCES. 


After a Week Spent in Holding Confer- 
ences the Rival Houses Give Up Hope 
of Compromise—Supreme Court to De- 
termine Which Is the Legal Body—Re- 
publicans and Democrats May Unite to 
Defeat the Populists—The Evolution 
Urged in the Interest of the State. 


Torexa, Kas., Jan. 7—[Special. ;—After a 
week of stubborn conference meetings the ri- 
val Houses of the Legislature tuday decided 
Laat an adjustment of the existing difference 
was impossible, and they quietly. agreed to 
disagree fora final period. No further at- 
tempts at compromise will be. made. Each 
House expects to continue its proceedings 
without interruption by the other until some- 
thing turns up, which will result in the disso- 
lution of one or the other. This something 
will undoubtedly be the Supreme Court. To- 
morrow it is expected that the Pop- 
ulist Senate and the Populist 
House will pass the ‘ usual bill 
appropriating money to pay the per diem and 
mileage of the members. The bill will be 
duly signed by the Governor, and warrants 
will be drawn on the State Treasurer for their 
payment. A temporary injunction will be 
granted by the Supreme Court, cdém manding 
the Treasurer not to honor the warrants. 

The case will come up on its merits, and it 
will determine whether the Populist House is 
legally constituted or not. If the courts hold 
that it is not the legal House of Representa- 
tives, many of the Populist members will go 
over to the Republican side. Many of them, 
perhaps a majority, are in favor of defying 
the court, but they will not have power 
enough to hold the conservative members in 
line who are even pow with difficulty. re- 
strained from deserting the Populist House. 

This is the day fixed by the Constitution for 
the meeting of the Senate and House in joint 
session to ballot for State Printer, just as 
they ure required to do next Tuesday to ballot 
fora United States Senator. Unexpectedly 
the Populists in their caucus this morr ing de- 
termined that no joint session should be hela, 
their reason tor this moye being that their at- 
torneys have advised theth that if no ballot is 
taken for State Printer the present incumbent 
will hold over for two years more. As the 
present incumbent is a Populist and was 
nominated for reélection by the Populists, 
this is exactly the result that they desire to 
attain. The constitutional majority of 
the Legislature on joint baliot is 88 and this 
afternoon the fifteen Republican Senators, 
with Senator Taylor, Populist, and Senator 
O’Bryan, Democrat, walked over to the 
House and took seats on the Republican side. 
The three Democratic me.nbers of the House, 
with the sixty-four Republicans, made the 
total number of members who answered to 
roll ca!l eighty-four, and a bailot was taken 
for State Printer and 79 votes were recorded 
for George W. Crane, the Republican candi- 


date, the balance being divided among Dem- 


cratic aspirants for the position. As no 
candidate had received a constitutional: ma- 
jority the joint session took a recess until to- 
morrow. 


Republicans and Democrats May Combine. 


These proceedings of the Republicans and 
Democrats were watched closely by the Popu- 
list side without interruption. lt was practical- 
ly demonstated that the Republicans and 
Democrats of the two Houses have a majority 
on joint ballot over the Populists of the legal- 
ly elected members, and in their hands lies 
the power to elect both a printer and a United 
States Senator. Tonight the tendency of all 
speculation is that eventally one of these 
places will be given to a Republican and the 
other to a Democrat. The Democrats this 
morning submitted a proposition to the Re- 
publican caucus promising to vote for the Ke- 
publican candidate for printer if the Repub- 
iicans would agree to vote for the Democratic 
candidate for United States Senator. No ac- 
tion was taken on this “swap,’’ but the Re- 
publicans generally look upon it with favor 
provided a Democrat is nominated who 
did not act with the Populists in the last 
cainpaign, Senator Perkins is willing that a 
combination should be made, but he wants 
the division in another way. The Senator, he 
thinks, should goto the Republicans and the 
priater to the Demecrats. Whichever way 
the combination is effected, if it is effected at 
all, is hard to determine, but leading Demo- 
crats and Republicans are in earnest about it 
and are agreed that the welfare of the State 
demands that they should unite to accomplish 
the defeat of the Populists. 

Gov. Lewelling Outlines His View. 


The following, dictated by Gov. Lewelling, 
exactly expresses his views on the House con- 
troversy: 

The Constitution vests in each House tbe exclu- 
sive right to judge of the election returns and 
qualifications of itsown members. What pur- 
ports to be the House or what purports t» be the 
Senate must be taken by the other and accepted 
by me, so far as official recognition goes, without 
inquiry, or there must be a simple refusal to take 
such recognition without inquiry. Inquiry on 
my part or inquiry on the part of either House 
respecting the other implies the  erist- 
ence of a power not only not 
given by the Constitution but expressly 
vested by that instrument in each House for it- 
self. It isnot sufficient to say there are two bodies 
each claiming to be the House of .Representa- 
tives. I have no right to inquire in regard to the 
election of either of them, and do not propose to 
do so. When committees wait upon me from 
what purports to be the House of Representatives 
leither receive or refuse to receive such commit- 
tees. I must exercise judgment upon what may 
be or seems to be the eauity of the case, as well as 
the letter of the law. The Populists 
have no idea of revolution’ or securing 
the Lower House by forcible or unlawfal means. 

In the session of the House this morning 
Gov. Lewelling presented a message through 
his private secretary. He stated that while it 
was doubtful whether the present ad:ninistra- 
tion was in favor of prohibition, yet so long 
as the prohibitory law existed he would en- 
force it. The message says in regard to rail- 
road legislation: 

The right of the State to control the operation 
of railroads and to regulate, within just and rea- 
sonable bounds, their freight and passenger tar- 
iffs is no longer questioned, 


LAW REGULATING LIQUOB TRAFFIC. 


Michigan’s Legislature Called to Vote on 
a Bill Taxing the Sale of Spirits. 

Lansinc, Mich., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
Bailey of St. Clair introduced in the House a 
radical liquor law providing for a uniform 
tax of $400 on spirituous and malt liquors for 
all dealers, including druggists. The biil 
makes no restriction as to hours and permits 
business to be conducted on all week days ex- 
cept election days and Thanksgiving day. A 
bill placing private banks under the supervis- 
ion of the State Bank Commissioner was no- 
ticed, as was a bill constituting eight hours a 
day’s labor and providing pay at arate and a 
half for all overtime. 

in the Senate notices were given of bills to 
make telegraph companies common carriers; 
to tax church property valued at over $5,000, 
and to amend the election law so as to pro- 
vide an additional Board of Inspectors, whose 
duty it shall be to count the ballots at 10 
o’clock a. m. and at 1, 3, and 5o0’clock p. m. 

The bill appropriating an additional $50,000 
for the World’s Fair exhibits is in grave dan- 
ger of being amended in the Senate so as to 
provide for but $25,000. Its friends are mak- 
ing a heroic effort to have the original sum 
retained, but the chances*are against them. 
Representative Barkworth, Deimnccrat, intro- 
duced a resolution euthorizing the Judiciary 
committee, of which he is a member, to make 
an investigation with a view to ascertaining 
what railroad companies have tendered Rep- 
reseptatives free passes and by whom they had 
been accepted, The resolution was referred 
to the Committee on Railroads, where it will 


doubtless remain.

C.K. ADAMS’ WELCOME. 


INSTALLED AS PRESIDENT OF THE 
WISCONSIN UNIVERSITY. ' 


Inaugural Ceremonies at Madison, Wis, 
at Which Officers of State and of 
Neighboring Colleges Are” Present— 
Gov. Peck Delivers a Characteriatic 
Address and Weicomes the Educational 
Leader in the Name of the Common- 
wealth—Banquet and Ball, 

Mapison, Wis., Jan. 17.—[ Special. ]—Charles 
Kendall Adams, whose remarkably brilliant 
work at Ann Arbor did much to make the 
Michigan University what it is, who was s¢ven 
years principal at Cornell University and 
placed that institution on the proud eminence 


) where it now stands and whose printed works 


are known as authority the world vuver, was 
today formally inaugurated as President of 
the University of Wisconsin. The event marks 
an epoch in the institution’s history. 

The university, though more modesé than 
some of its Western brethren, has been de 
veloping quietly, until it now has a roll of 
1,300 students, many of the most able men in 
the world in its faculty, and is d:stinguished 
as being more like the great old Eastern col- 
leges and universities than any institution iv 
the West. 

Not Icng ago the university hud made such 
rapid strides that its growth was far more 
than proportionate to its resources, but pri- 
vate and estate donations of such liberality 
put: the institution in a way to make even 
inore advancement and it now has severat 
hundred more students than ever before, a 
greatly increased instructional force, and has 
buildings just finished or in process of con- 
struction that are not equaled by any similar 
structures in the world. 

The people of the State, through the coming 
of President Adams and other circumstances, 
were na@ie acquainted as never before with 
the recent progress in the university and with 
the increase in attendance and remarkable 
acquisitions to its instructional force and were 
aroused to an even more active interest in its, 
future. The Legislature of the State was 
never more friendly to the institution and 
a liberal appropriation is sure this year, 
though the demands made are extremely 
modest. 

The Exercises. 

The inaugural exercises began at shortly 
after 2:30 o’clock in Library Hall with the 
seating cupacity of the building taxeu to its 
utmost. 

The officers and faculty of the university 
sat ina body. President Wiiliam P. Bartlett 
of the Board of Regents presided, and on his 
right sat the President and, on his left the 
Governor of the State. President Bartlett 
called the assemblage to order, and, after mak- 
ing a few weil-chosen remarks about the re¢ 
markable growth of the university, intro- 
duced the matter in hand, gave place to the 
Rt.-Rev. Samuel Fallows, D. D,, D,, of 
Chicago, who prouounced the invocation elo- 
quently and impressively. 

The first address of the day was called for 
from Prof. John C, Freeman, who spoke in 
behalf of tne faculty. . 

After the applause had subsided which this; 
adaress had elicited, H. H. Javobs, a senior, 
was introduced as the representative of the 
students. Mr. Jacobs pledged the support of 
the students to the new President, and spoke 
appreciative words of President Adams’ work 
as an educator. The mutually friendly relr 
tions that have grown up between the studer 
and professor were well portrayed, tl.- 
promise being made that the students would 
try to merit the confidence bestowed upon 
them in these days of regenerated 
education. In closing Mr. Jacobs 
spoke of the confidence the ancients 
had in the prophetic number “seven.” 

President Adams, he said, had been seven 

years President of Cornell and six times seven 
were the years of the university’s history. 
More prophetic than these superstitions, how- 
ever, were the years of successful teaching 
President Adams had passed at Anu Arbor 
and his brilliant career as President of 
Cornell. 
On behalf of the alumni James 8S, High, 
LL. D., of Chicago made a stirring address. 
After speaking at considerable length he con- 
tinued as follows: 

When our college walls shall have 
of historic past, may th v > i 
in the recollection of ber loyal alumni and in the 
affections of a grateful people, forever stand as 
the foremost agency of an imperial State in pro , 
moting the higher education. 

As a representative of other institutions 
President Angell of Michigan University 
next addressed the audience. 

The Governor's Address. 


Gov. Peck’s address un behaif of the Com- 
monwealth was characteristic of the gentie- 
man and kept the audience in almost continu- 
ous uproar. In his address to the new Presi- 
dent he said:

President Adams, in behalf of the State of 
Wisconsin and all its people, 1 welcome you 
heartily to what I believe to be a Jong life of 
reat usefulness. You have come from other 
ields, where you have made a name second to 
that of no man engaged in the educational field 
of the whole world. May your stay with us 
jleasant to you and all whom you love, and the 
State believes you wil! make better all with 
whom you come in contact and impress your 
work upon every student that comes uader your 
kindly hand. 

The Inauguration, 


The ceremonies of inauguration were then 
conducted by President Bartlett while the 
vast assemblage rose to its feet.. After’ this 
ceremony the new President delivered a mas- 
te:ful inaugural address, which was substan-, 


tially as sollows: 7 

I should not fitly comply “with the demand of 
this hour if I did not devote the time at my dise 
posal to a consideration of the relations of the 
university and the State. In this favored domain 
these relations are peculiarly intimate. Nowhere 
else are the university and the preparatery 
schools bound together in a firmer or more help- 
ful alliance. Inno other State has tife meth- 
od of reaching the people by -the means’ 
known as University extension been so general or 
so successful. Nowhere else have the masses of 
the people at the Farmers’ institutes received so 
much direct assistance from the teaching force 
at the university; and nowhere else have the peo- 
ple in their turn shown higher apprecianon and 
esteem for the university which bears the name of 
the Commonwealth. he iustitution in the 
interests of which we are assembled = is 
peculiarly fortunate in its situation. I donot, 
mean simply that it occupies a site of unsurpassed 
picturesqueness ina city of unusual beauty and, 
cuiture;: nor do I mean simply that it is favorably 
situated at the capital of an important State. 
What I have in mind indicates the far more com- 
prehensive advantage of being most favorably 
situated at acapital that is exceptionally fitted 
to be the encouraging and favorable abode of a 
great institution of learning. 

The University of Wisconsin is the creation of 
the people. If itis to doinalarge way what a 
unjversity should du for a people in so large a 
place it will be because the people love it and 
nourish it with the food wherewith alone a uni- 
versity can grow and do its work. We are living 
in a period of educational transition. Within the 
last ne years a few of the larger institutions 
have grown to universities. Thereis coming for 
the first timein this country to be a distinct 
difference between the colleges and the university.

DEATH OF EX-PRESIDENT HAYES. 

At a late hour last night Rutherford Birchard 
Hayes, the nineteenth President of the 
United States, died at his home in 
Fremont, 0. His illness was of 
short duration, as it is only within the last 
two days that the press dispatches have called 
attention to his critical condition. 

Mr. Hayes’ public record is a long and hon- 
Orable one. He served his coun- 
try gallantly during . the Civil War, 
represented Ohio with credit in 
Congress, and as Governor of that State 
his administration was marked by a 
wise and conservative course which 
brought him before the attention of 
the Nation. Nominated for the Presidency in 
1876, he was declared elected and took his 
‘feat March 4, 1877, after the most ex- 
citing and memorable political contest 


that the country has ever witnessed. His’ 


administration, launched in a time of peril, 
was carried out on the same  conserva- 
tive lines which had earned him 
distinction in other public positions, and while 
his Southern policy did not accord with the 
‘views of the radical members of his party, he 
pursued a course: which was indorsed by a 
large element in the Republican ranks. 

_ Since his retirement to private life he has 
lived at Fremont quietly and unostentatiously, 
Further comment on his public career is re- 
served for future issues. 


- MURDER BY RAILROADS. 

Night before last a Rock Island express train 
ran into a horse car at the Forty-seventh 
street crossing, injuring seven persons. This 
was a bad enougn accident, but not so bad as 
the one at the same crossing three weeks ago, 
where eight persons were killed and ten in- 
ured, In this, as in the other case, the fault 

® appears to lie with the inefficient employés of 
the railroad company. The only excuse the 


man at the crossing has to make for not lower- 


ing the gates is that he did not see the ap- 
proach of the engine, owing to the quantity of 
smoke and steam. , 

Asan accident where eight persons were 
killed did not move the stolid Council, it is 
not likely that one where seven were injured 
willdisturb its peace of mind. Yet one would 
imagine that these repeated casualties would 
have some influence on it, and induce it to 
devise some plan for immediate relief. On 
the contrary it is doing absolutely nothing. 

As the murdering of eight persons and the 


injuring of ten by a Fort Wayne train led to 


no action on the part of any one it is not as- 
tonishing that another road should feel itself 
at liberty to do as it pleases at a crossing, and 
should rather pride itself on its moderation 
and the limited use it made of its rights in 
that it only maimed and bruised while others 
killed. Railroads are never tender of human 
life, and the impunity with which they have 
murdered men and women at crossings has 
apparently made them more reckless and 
merciless than they naturally are. The indif- 
ference of the Council, due probably to the 
peculiar “influence ’”’ of the roads, and the 
past apathy of the people seem to have led to 
the conclusion that killing can be no murder 
s0 long as tne work is done by a locomotive. 
The railroads are blind to the signs of the 
times, however, when they fancy that their 
monopoly right to kill and wound is in no 
danger. The roads were iguorant of the ris- 
ing tide of public indignation caused by their 
excessive freight rates and discriminations 
until the Granger legislation was upon them. 
_ ‘They are equally ignorant of the fact that the 
citizens of Chicago, angered by the loss of so 
many lives, and fearing that they themselves 
may be the next victims, are rapidly ap- 
proachinga frame of mind where they will 
strike at the railroads as hard as they can, 
heedless of the incidental consequences, so 
long as they can make their enemies suffer. 
The swelling flood of popular wrath is 
shown by the propositions for legisiation in 
the General Assembly and the Council de- 
signed to force the railroads to make the 
street crossings safe by crippling their busi- 
ness or loading them down with expenses un- 
til they find 1t cheaper to do their duty and 
* make the crossings safe ’’ than to murder 


our people, Thus at the Council meeting 


night before last Ald. Lutter with some dim 
premgnition of what was going to happen a 
few hours later introduced the following:

| running upon any steam railroad track within 


the City of Chicago when approaching crossing 
with any horse, cable, electric, or other street 
railroad track upon the same loeyel shall be 
brought to a full stop before reaching the same 
and within 300 feet therefrom, and the engineer 
or other person in charge of the engine attached 
to the train shall positively ascertain that the 
way is clear and that the train can safely resume 
its course before proceeding over such crossing, 
provided that the foregoing provisions shall not 
include or relate to any crossings where an aver 
age of less than four such horse, cable, electric, 
or other street cars pass over such crossings each 
hour during the period from 6 o’clock a. m. to 7 


o'clock p. m. 

The enforcement of such an ordinance as 
this would interfere seriously with the freight 
and passenger business of the roads. It would 
be a vexation to suburban residents. So would 
the adoption of other measures which have 
been suggested—that cars be not allowed to 
be drawn by engines within the city limits, 
but by horse power only, and also the crossing 
gates which are now placed parallel with the 
tracks be placed across them, and that no 
train shall venture to move ahead while the 
gates are down. Such a measure would be 
extreme, but it would be no more unreason- 
able than the assertion of an implied right by 
the railroads to kill citizens at will. 

A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture to repeal the law limiting to $5,000 the, 
amount recoverable for the death of a person 
by the wrongful act of any person, com- 
pany, or corporation, for the avowed 
purpose of making murders at street cross- 
ings a more costly business for the roads 
which are engaging therein with such energy 
and success. It is the belief of those who are 
advocating such legislation that if the rail- 
roads had to pay the ~full value of every life 
they took, regard for economy, which is more 
of a virtue in their estimation than humanity, 
would force them to elevate their tracks or 
make crossings safe in some other way. 

As the murders go on and the passage of 
relief measures is delayed the people, becom- 
ing more enraged, will demand even more 
radical legislation,, will compel its passage, 
and will see to itsenforcement. They will 
ride roughshod oyer the roads, as the latter 
have been doing over them. Railroad man- 
agers have shown themselves on many occa- 
sions utterly indifferent to public sentimeat 
and ignorant of its strength until the light- 
ning struck them, Another experience of that 
kind will befali them if they do not look out. 
Their contempt for the rights of all others, 
their shameless disregard of the sanctity of 
human life, the proprietary airs they assume 
regarding the public streets, the control they 
exercise over venal Councils, the use they 
make of the machinery of the courts in order 
to escape payment for the wrongful acts of 
which they are guilty, are fast wearing out 
the patience of a community which is usually 
80 engrossed in business cares that none but 
gross and repeated outrages attract its atten- 
| tion. If the Chicago toads do not havea 
sudden change of heart they will be so buffet- 
ed by adverse legislation that tney will appear 
before the Council begging permission to ele- 
vate their tracks and build viaducts to save 


themselves from ruin.

A GROSS MISREPRESENTATION. 

It is reported in the news from Washington 
that Abner Taylor has opposed the short bill 
introduced by Senator Cullom for correcting 
the defect the Counselmar decision em bodied, 
and given notice that it cannot get through 
with his.consent. It is alsostated that the rail- 
road attorneys say the objection by Mr. 
Taylor is not made on their account, but “in 
the interest of the Chicago Board of Trade.” 
If they are correctly reported they are not 
stating the case truly. ‘he Board of 
Trade of this city has made no such expres- 
sion of opinion as claimed, and could not do 
so without stuitifying itself on the record for 
it is indisputable that the action of the board 
has all along favored the law and its best ap- 
plication to the punishment of offenders, and 
that the work of the board directly led up to 
the original passage of the law, the pressure 
brought to bear by it being one of the most 
powerful agencies in bringing about the 

‘success of the measure. 

Coil. “‘Ab”’ Taylor may be opposing the 
amendment at the instigation of one or more out 
ofa small number of gentlemen who are m2m- 
bers of the Chicago board and anxious to re- 
tain certain “ privileges ” they have long en- 
joyed in the matter of preferential rates, but 
those men are notinfluential in the councils 
of the board, nor have they a place on its di- 
rectory. If they have spoken atall it is as 
private individuals who think they have an in- 
terest in blocking the course of investigation 
into acts of discrimination by the railroads, 
and if Col. Taylor is not already aware of 
that fact it may be well for some of his friends 
to post him in regard to it. He would be in 
an awkward position if he should find himself 
radically mistaken on this point, and claiming 
to advocate on behalf of the board something 
which the board is decidedly opposed to. 
Whatever right he may ‘claim to his own opin- 
ion he is not justified in assuming to act in 
line with the wishes of a body the official ut- 
terances of which have always been on the 
other side of the question. - 

It is altogether probable that Mr. Taylor’s 
position will be objected to and repudiated by 
the great mass of his constituents outside the 
Board of Trade. If na be really playing into 
the hands of the railroads and aiding them in 
their effort to fasten the yoke of oppression 
more firmly around the necks of the people 
he will be likely to hear from them in no un- 
certain tones in regard to it, for the great 
mass of those voters who stop to think on the 
subject at all regard this attempt to iegalize 
railroad pooling as a gross outrage which is 
not to be endured if itcan be cured in any 
possible way. ‘he chances are the railroads 
would not be slow to tind they had made a 
mistake if the legislation they are asking for 
were granted them, as it would provoke re- 
taliatory action by at least some of the State 
Legislatures, that of Illinois among the num. 
ber. In that case the men who had worked 
for them would alsg see the folly of expecting 

to be able to act the part of a cat’s paw with- 
out getting burnt by the fire out of which they 
had essayed to rake chestnuts for the railroad 
managers.

ALLERTON TO SENATOR SHERMAN. 


S. W. Allerton of the. Chicago Board of 
Trade and a practical farmer from wayback 
to the present moment has addressed a Vigor- 
ously written letter to Senator Sherman in 
regard to the Washburn anti-option bill." He 
writes: “I assure you it is my honest judg- 
ment that the Minneapolis English miller 
combine is the promoter and the father of this 
bill, wishing to make dividends on a capital- 
ization many times its value.’’ He shows also 
how the passage of the bill would be in tne 
direct interest of that foreign combination, 
and equally tending to injure the farmers of 
the West and Northwest. 
Mr. Allerton refers to Chicago as the beat 
market in the world for the farm produce of 
the West and Northwest. All last winter it 
averaged 4 cents higher on wheat than any 
other market, after allowing for differences 
in freight charges. Hence to destroy it 
would be to abolish the farmer’s best friénd. 
The talk about selling wind to depress the 
market is bosh. The man who sells must 
have a buyer; one is an offset to the other. 
The short seller must buy back, and the short 
seller has stopped many a panic: in the mar- 
ket. Then the writer describes the way in 
which the farmer would be oppressed under 
the terms of the proposed law. If the 
country dealer could not sell futures 
against his cash purchases from the 
producer he would say to the latter: 
“No buyers of wheat in Minneapolis, 
Duluth, or Chicago, only the miller combine, 
and they hold the market down. If I buy I 
will have to store the wheat and take all the 
chances. Iam a speculator with no chance to 
protect or insure myself by selling for the fut- 
ure, and must have alarge margin to cover 
risk.”’ Mr. Allerton illustrates the effect by 
reference to the present mode of buying corn 
at any one of the small grain elevutors, scat- 
tered at intervals of a few miles along all the 
railroads in the grain-producing States of the 
West. The elevator man says to the farmer: 
** May corn is worth 48 cents, freight 4 cents. 
To crib it and hold it till May will cost 1'¢ 
cents. So I can give 42 cents, ‘% 
cent commission.” If the country grain- 
dealer could not sell for the future, 
but must take all the risk, he would want 
5 cents commission. If in the fall, when the 
farmer markets the bulk of his grain, it had 
to be shipped to some great central market, 
where it cost ten times as much to store it 
through the winter, it would make a glut. No 
body but the capitalist would buy it, and he 
would want his ** pound of flesh.’’ On the oth- 
er hand, when the country dealer buys it and 
can sell for the future, May, June, July, 
August, or any other month ahead, the grain 
seeks the market as demand wants it. This 
selling ahead would be restricted to the same 
class of operations as is the trading in cash 
lots, if the speculative markets were de- 
stroyed, which the advocates of the bill do 
not hesitate tosay is one motive they have.for 
pressing 1t upon the legislators of the country. 
We must havea great central market if we 
wish to trade with the world. Chicago is such 
a-market. It isone to which the exporter 
can cable an order to buy 500,000 bushels of 
grain and sell it for the future to arrive. ‘Thijs 
grain is moved for a profit of % to one 
cent commission, whereas if the exporter had 
to buy and ship and take all the chances of 
the market for two or three months he would 
require 1 cents margin. If Minneapolis 
could destroy Chicago as the great central 
market that city would have the wheat of the 
Northwest in its own hands, and it needs not 
the height of acumen todecide how in that 
case cumbined capital would treat the prp- 
ducer. But in orderto forma correct judg- 
ment onthis point it would be necessary to re- 
member that the capitalists thus able to dictate 
prices to the wheat growers of that vast region 
are ** Britishers.’’ Mr. Allerton refers briefly 
to “the Minneapolis English ‘miller combine,” 
and it might have been well if he had pressed 
the point more strongly onthe attention of 
Senator Sherman. For no one who under- 
. stands the situation can doubt that the princi- 
palaim and intent of the bill is to put the 
producers of the Northwest directly at the 
mercy of English capitalists, who own a con- 
trolling interest in the Minneapolis mills, and 
are anxious to get hold of the wheat and its 
product on the lowest possible terms for sale 
to consumers in the Britisn Isles.

DEMOCRATIC DEVOTION TO STATE SU- 
PREMACY. 

The provisions of the Constitution concern- 
ing the election of Senators are as follows: 

The Senate of the United States shall be com- 
posed of two Senators from each State chosen by 
the Legislature thereof, for six years, and each 
Senator shall have one vote. 

The times, places, and manner of holding 
elections for Senators and Representatives shall 
be prescribed in each State by the Lecislature 
thereof; but the Congress may at any time, by 
law, make or alter such regulations, except as ta 
the places of choosing Senators. 

Day befcre yesterday the House of Repre- 
sentatives by atwo-thirds vote agreed to a 
joint resolution for an ameudment to the Con- 
stitution, providing for the election of Sen- 
ators by the people, and providing also that 
“the times, places, and manner of holding 
elections for Senator shal! be prescribed in 
each State by the Legislature thereof.’”’ The 
clause giving Congress supervisory power over 
those regulations as regards Senators was left 
out. For that reason a numberof the Re- 
publican Representatives, though in favor of 
the election of Senators by the people, voted 
against the joint resolutwon. For that reason 
the resolution will surely fail im the Senate, 
where otherwise, if not talked to death, it 
might have some chance of success. 

Tre Tripune is in favor of the election of 
Senators by the people. Every story about 
corruption in a State Legislature «strengthens 
the public sentiment in favor of the change. 
But why this attempt to deprive Congress of 
a power it has possessed since the foundation 
of the government? While the Constitutional 
convention gave Congress the 
regulate the election of Senators it does not 
seem to have supposed that it would be called 
on to exercise it. The action taken was purely 
from excess of cantion. 
been shown by the fact that Congress has 
found it necessary to regulate the manner and 
the time of electing Senators, just as it has 
the manner and time of electing Representa- 
tives. 

It may be asserted by some that when the 
mode of election is altered there willbe ,no 
occasion for the interposition of Congress and 
no necessity for any power to secure an ap- 
proach to uniformity in the laws which may 
be passed by forty-four States regarding the 
election of Senators. The best answer is that 
no one can tell what defects may arise in con- 
nection with a new system until it has been 
tested. The future alone can show whether 
any State will pasa improper laws regarding 
the election of Senators, thus “making Con- 
gressional interference necessary. Even if it 
seemed impossible to see how (Congressional 
action could be needed, yet the National Gov- 
ernment ought to retain a supervisory power 
overthe manner of election of those who 
compose the Natgonal Legislature. This is 
& precaution dictated by common sense ncw 
as much as in 1787. 

Undoubtedly the Democratic idea is that a 
State should be absolutely sovereign in choos-

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THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ SALARY 
GRAB, , 

The County Commissioners, with but one 
dissenting voice, have voted to give the Pres- 
ident of the board $4,200 inst@ad of $2,370, and 
the other members $8,000 instead of $2,180, 
The ten Democratic Commissioners who 
make up two-thirds of the board ought to 
have exercised a little of that economy of 
which Democrats are always talking when 
out of office, but never practice when in. 
These salaries are absurdly high, except per- 
haps so far as the President is concerned. If 
he does his duty about all his time is taken 
up in looking after county matters. His as- 
sociates have but few demands on their time. 

The first board, elected in 1871, had more 
perplexing questions on its hands and had to 
work much harder than the present one. It 
was made up of such men as Mancel Talcott, 
Henry M. Singér, Julius White, and Carter 
H. Harrison. Their time was more valuable 
and their services greater than those of the 
present Commissioners. Yet they thought $5 
a day forevery day they met ‘and mileage 
was sufficient. The bills of the city members, 
whose :nileage was small, did not much ex- 
ceed a thousand dollars a year. The amount 
paid has been gradually crawling up until the 
present Commissioners get $3,000, 

This increase in pay is voted at a time 
when the revenues of the county are reduced, 
owing to a smaller assessment, and ata time 
when it is announced that the Insane Asylum 
and Poorhouse are in a frightful condition, 
and that heavy expenditures will be needed 
to make them safe. It is alleged that half 
the boilers and the heating apparatus are 
worthless, that the electric lighting plant is 
in bad condition, that the inmates cannot be 
kept warm, that it is difficult to get any 
water, and that in case of fire the buildings 
would go.

The Cairo correspondent of the Daily News 
says: Mr. Cromer this afternoon had an 
audience with the Khedive, and presented an 
ultimatum demanding the dismissal of the 
new ministry within twenty-four hours. The 
Khedive convened the Council and presided 
in person. At the Khedive’s request Fakri 
Pasha resigned.

PANAMA CANAL IS NOT POSSIBLE, 


Thus States the Public Prosecutor in Open 
Court and Causes a Seusation, 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Paris, Jan. 17.—[ Copyright, 1898, by James 
Gordon Bennett. ]—In the course of the Pan- 
ata trial today the Public Prosecutor made 
an important statement to the effect tnat the 
canal was impracticable. For a canal with 
locks the expense would be still 1,500,000,000 
francs more and it would take fifteen years to 
complete it. As 1,400,000,000 have already 
been spent this would represent a capital 
of nearly 3,000,000,000 francs. But the engi- 
neers’ reports state that the maximum profit 
would be sixty millions per annum, and that 
would only be realizable after twelve years’ 
traffic. 

These calculations would show barely 2 per 
cent upon the capital invested. The vonclu- 
sion drawn therefore is that the canal is not 
possible. This statyment produced a profound 
im pression. 

‘The government bas decided to demand the 
extradition of Cornelius Herz from England 
upon the charge of swindling, which ia one of 
the extraditable offenses provided for by the 
English law. Thie swindling is alleged to 
have been practiced tothe prejudice of 
Lesseps, who has lodged a complaint. 

This information does not appear clear, and 
probably covers some fresh accusation short- 
ty to be made.

PROBABILITY OF ANOTHER DUEL, 


M. de Cassagnac Sends a Challenge to 
Deputy Dupuy-Duatemps, 

Parts, Jan. 17.—Deputy Paul de Cassagnac 
appeared before the Parliamentary Commis- 
sion of inquiry today and behaved so trucu- 
lently that several fimes it required the com- 
bined persuasiveness of Chairman Brisson 
and his colleagues tu calm him and induce 
him to proceed coherently with his testimony. 
It was caused by M. de Cassagnac reproach- 
ing M. Dupuy-Dutemps, one of the com- 
mittee, with having circulated reports 
to the effect that he had _ accepted 
bribes from the Panama company.

Dupuy-Dutemps or any other member of the 
commission, and that his integrity was not 
under suspicien. M. Dupuy-Vutemps corrob. 
orated M. Brisson’s statement, and several 
other Deputies made similar efforts to calm 
M. de Cassagnaec’s wrath. M. de Cassagnac 
left the commission, however, still protesting 
his conviction that he had been slandered, and 
this evening he sent his second to M. Dupuy- 
Dutemps.

Deputy Pelletan madea violent attack to- 
day in the Chamber upon the Bank of France, 
which, he said, had increased its note issue by 
20,000,000 francsin the last few months to 
meet emergencies caused by its own repre- 
hensible policy. M. Tirard replied that the 
present financial deadlock, consequent upon 
the general feeling of apprehension, had 
greatly hampered commerce and haa com- 
pelled the bank to draw upon its gold reserve, 
which was the guarantee of the security of the 
national credit. :

Wells not 
only figured as a man who boasted his ability 
to break the bauk at Monte Carlo but also as 
defendant in some unpleasant cases in court, 
in which he was charged. by numerous per- 
sons with swindling them out of large 
amounts. In fact, he is termed by many 
London newspapers “* the greatest swindler of 
the age.” Such were the _ aliegations 
against him that Mr. Justice Wright 
ordered his arrest. But Weils heard that crim- 
inal prosecution was contemplated and the 
day following sailed for Plymouth in his sump- 
tucusly furnished yacht, the Palais Royal, a 
vessel of D0 tons. He touched at Cherbourg 
and then went on to Havre, where on instruc- 
tions from London he was arrested and his 
yacht seized by the authorities.

He was soon convinced, 
however, that the young woman knew noth- 
ing about the misdeeds of which her lover is

A TRAIN BURNS WHILE RUNNING, 


Roll-Call Shows Forty-nine Passengers 
Dead and Many Injured, 

Sr. Pererssura, Jan. 17.—A train com- 
posed of several cars filled with recruits was 
running from Slatousk to Samara today when 
flames burst from the foremost car. The 
train was going at full speed and the fire 
swept backward, and in a few minutes all the 
cars were blazing. The engineer for some 
unaccountable reason did not stop the train 
until he had run a considerable distance. In 
the meantime there was a scene of indescriba- 
ble confusion in the cars. 

The recruits, or at least as many of them as 
could. leaped from the windows and’ doors. 
Some of them landed uninjured in the heavy 
snowbanks, while others who fell in the 
cleared track were killed. Those who were 
unable to get out of the cars were burned to 
death, for the train was entirely consumed, 
Some of the men were terribly burned before 
they jumped. 

When the confusion had somewhat subsided 
the officer in charge of the recruits, who saved 
himself by jumping, called the roll of his men. 
It was found that forty-nine of them were 
dead and twenty terribly burned and other- 
wise injured. 

It is supposed that some of the men in the 
forward car were skylarking and upset the 
stove. The draft caused by tie onrushing 
train caused the flames to Bpread with such 
great rapidity that nothing could be done to 
extinguish them. It 1s claimed that the engi- 
peer was guilty of. criminal negligence in not 
stopping the train as soon as he saw the fire. 


NEW HOME FOR THE LOTTERY. 


Honduras Grants It a Charter and will 
Protect Its Interests. 

TecucigAura, Honduras, Jan. 9%—The 
Louisiana State Lottery has been granted a 
charter from the Republic of Honduras and 
will remove its business to that country on the 
expiration of its present charter, which will 
be Jan 1, 1894. The concession is a monupoly 
of the iottery business for the term of fifty 
years. The Honduravian Government grants 
to the company the Island of Gunaja in the 
Islands of the Bay of Honduras, which is to 
be used in such manner as the company may 
see fit for its purposes. 

The government concedes free of cost. to 
the company all lands which may be required 
ior lottery effices ay he pec ct on 

as, All lottery tickets to issued by 
Aegan ae are to be impressed by the offi- 
cial seal of the Honduranian Government and 
all drawings of the jottery company are to a 
supervised by the government. ee o 
the tickets of ‘the company is to be a cr me 
subject to the strict laws of the republic

All articles of the lottery com- 
pany are to be admitted to Honduras free of 
government duty, and all employés of the 
lottery compaay are exempted from military 
service. The lottery company is also exeinpt- 
ed from all taxes. The Honduraazian Govern- 
ment, as a consideration for the granting of 
the charter, is to have free use of the cable 
and of the steamship line and isto receive 
$1,000,000 in American gold coin and a gradu- 
ated percentage of from 1 to 8 per cent on the 
face value of all tickets sold by the company.

This Paper Delivered at Springfield Hours 
Before Others, 


THE TRIBUNE scored another victory yesterday 
in running a special train to carry to the State 
Capital and neighboring cities its early edition. 
Under the old method THe TRIBUNE went from 
Chicago by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
to Mendota, then by the Illinois Central to 
Clinton and t@ Springfield, where it was dua to 
arrive atllia. m. The train was often delayed 
and frequently not on time. THe TrisuNnE be- 
lieved it should reach Springfield by & or 9 a. m. 
by taking the Illinois Central fast mail to Tolono, 
then by TRIBUNE special via the Wabash 
to Decatur, and thence to _ Springfield. 
An agreement was made with the Wabash to run 
the extra train during the four days the Legisla- 
ture was in session at Springfield. The first trip 
was made yesterday morning. The staff from 
THE TRIBUNE circulation department left on the 
lilinois Central fast mail with packages of papers 
for bement, Decatur, Illiopolis, Springfield, and 
Jacksonville.

After throwing off bundles of Tris- 
UNES at Decatur, where representatives of the 
paper and newsboys were ready to receive them, 
the train left for Springfield, making the run of 
thirty-nine miles in forty-two minutes, The offi- 
cial time of the run of the special TrRisuNne train 
shows that, taking out delaya consequent on 
meeting two passenger trains and slowing up in 
the Decatur yards, it made the run of seventy- 
six miles in seventy-twe minutes. The special 
train at Springfield overtook train No. 47, on 
which THe # £=TRIBUNES for Jacksonville 
were laced. Among places at which

MISS JESSIE R. SLOAN KILLED BY A rRAIN. 


Run Over at Sixty-first Street While Wait- 
ing for the Cars, 

Miss Jessie R. Sloan, No. 607 Chestnut 
street, Englewood, was instantly kilied just 
before 8 o’clock yesterday morning bya north 
bound train of, the Chicago and Eastern IIli- 
nois railroad at the Sixty-first street crossing. 

She was astenographer in a commission 
house on South Water street, and was two 
blocks from her home waiting to eome to the 
city on the train which killea Beni ~ trains 
of that road, until within the last few days, 
have been runon the inside track, and she 
stood upon the east track, evidently not think- 
ing that the train was coming north on that 
track. Another train was coming south and 
the supposition is that she became confused, 
for she had but just gone from one of the in- 


‘side tracks to the eastern one, 


The train was slacking speed preparatory to 
stopping at the station. 

A number of persons saw Miss Sloan’s dan- 
ger. They called to her, and one young man 
tried to save her, but he was too late and nar- 
rowly escaped being hit by the engine as he 
jumped from the track and feil into the ditch 
beside it. Miss Sloan was struck by the 
snow plow in front of the pilot, roHed under 
it, and part of the train passed over her. 

When taken from beneath the train she was 
horribly mangled. Both legs and the right 
arm were broken aud her skull was crushed. 
The remains were taken by a patrol wagon to 
the undertaking rooms at No. 5502 Wentworth 
avenue, where an inquest will be held at 10 
o’clock this morning. 

Miss Sloan was the eldest of five sisters, 
daughters of George M. Sloan, and was 30 
years old. She had one brother. Two of her 
sisters, Charlotte A. and Jemima, are teach- 
ers, the furmer at the Sherman and the latter 
at the Hoerner School. Jemima left home a 
few minutes after her older sister, and had 
taken a seat in the train, not looking for her 
sister, whom she supposed had already gone 
on an earlier train. 

The station is but a single room, and in the 
morning when trains are frequent it is said 
to be not a quarter large enough to accommo- 
date the passengers in waiting. Between the 
tracks there 1s no platform, but if there were 
it would be a great accommodation to patrons 
of the road, and being of suitable width would 
furnish a safe place for people enterimg and 
leaving trains. 

Witnesses report that the engineer blew the 
whistie and tried to stop the train. They also 
said that the bell on the watch-tower has been 
broken for some time, and consequently cant 
not be rung to warn people of approaching 
trains. 

Still Another Victim, 

Yesterday the body of an unknown man was 
found on the Panhandle tracks between One 
Hundred and Twenty-first and One Hundred and 
Twenty-secend streets. It is thought that he was 
killed by a train while walking on the tracks, as 
the body was terribly crushed. He was about 52 
years old and well dressed, 


MANY LIVES MAY BE SAVED. 


Ordinance Stopping Trains 
at Crossings. 

If the ordinance which Ald, Lutter intro- 
duced in the Council Monday evening is 
passed it ia believed it will bring about at 
least temporary abatement of the numerous 
accidents and collisions with street cars on 
grade crossings, The ordinanee requires all 
locomotives to come toa full stop within 300 
feet of street crossings on which cable, elec- 
tric, or horse cars are run as often as four 
times an hour under penalty of $50 to $100 fine 
for each violation.

NEW YORK OOURT OF APPEALS Af- 
FIRMS THE VERDIOT OF MURDER. 


For the First Time the Slayer of His Wife 
Loses His Composure—His Mother Told 
—Attorneys Say They Have New Evi- 
dence-The Briggs Case May Not Be 
Appealed After All, as the Presbytery 
Desires Peace—Reform Club Officers 
Elected—News of New York, 


New York, Jan. 17.—[Special. |}—At last the 
strange calmness of Carlyle W. Harris since 
he was sentenced to death has been disturbed. 
When he learned today ghat the Court of Ap- 
peals at Albany had affirmed the decision of 
the lower court, sentencing him to death for 
the murder of his young #ife by poison, he 
turned deathly pale and nearly broke down, 
He received the news in his cell, No. 52, in the 
morning, but refused to talk about it, and a 
little later when Lawyer Moss of Howe & 
Hummel’s office came in he turned to him 
and said: q 

**Is this true, Mr. Moss? I thought Mr, 
Howe’s appeal would avail,” he murmured as 
his face grew gray. Then pulling himself to- 
gether be said: 

‘“* IT suppose it’s all up with me now?” 

“ No,” replied Mr. Moss. “ It is not all up 
with you by any means. We have entirely 
new evidence of an important nature upon 
which we shall ask for a new trial, with strong 
hopes uf success.” 

soon as Mr. Moss left Harris the youn 
man hastened to send two telegrams, one o 
which was addressed to his mother at Plain- 
field, N. J., and said simply: 

Come to town at once, CARLYLE. 

Harris’ wish was to have kig mother learn 
the news from his own lips. He feared the 
effect upon her if she learned it from another. 
Mrs. Harris hastened to the Tombs with hope 
in her heart. Something seemed to tell her 
that her boy was to have another chance, At 
the inner gate of the prison she said toa 


eeper: 

“What is the news? Has the appeal been 
granted?’ 

“No, Mrs. Harris, I am afraid it is the 
other way,” said the keeper kindly. 

‘**My God!” cried the poor woman, as she 
sank half fainting against the wall. ver- 
ing slightly, she moaned: 

“So they are determined to kill my poor 
boy. OQ, this is hard to bear.”’ 

Leaving her little hand-bag at the gate she 
went into the cell and was alone with her son.

New York, Jan. 17.—[Special.]—A meeting of 
the Briggs prosecuting committee will be held to- 
morrow at the office of Col. John McCook.

The majority 
admit that the soft coal supply is altogether 
too light and they state that, unless relief 
comes in the shape of milder weather, the 
situation will be decidedly serious, One deal- 
er who believes it has already reached that 
point is E. H. C. Richardson of the Rhoads & 
Ramsey company. He said yesterday: 
Less than a Day’s Supply. 

‘There 1s not a day’s supply of soft coal 
ih Chicago. I mean by that there is not bi- 
tuminous coal enough here to supply the wants 
of steam-users for twenty-four hours. I have 
never seen anything to parallel the situation. 
Soft coal, because of its nature, cannot be 
stored; that isto say, most brands of it cannot 
be keptinthe yards for any consideratle 
length of time because of its tendency 
to slack. The method of the trade for this 
reason is to purchase from hand to mouth. 
The coal is sold from the cars and the present 
scarcity arises from the fact that the railroads 
cannot bring the cars in. The terrible weather 
of the last four weeks had a withering effect 
upon the motive power of the railroads. 

‘“*We have coal om the way which was 
shipped weeks ago. We can get no trace of it 
or any information as to when it will arrive. 
Our stock on hand is small. Manufacturers 
have begun to shutdown. At Harvey one of 
our customers, a large tanufacturing plant, 
closed duwn today because of inability to get

MEMENTOS OF COLUMBUS. 


The Duke of Berwick and Alba Will Send 
, Melics to the Fair. 
Wasuineoton, D. C., Jan,17.—The Secretary 
of State has received a dispatch from the 
United States Legation at Madrid, conveying 
the formal acceptance by the Duke of Ber- 
wick and Alba of the request sent him by the 
President to loan for the Chicago Exposition 
relics of Columbus in his possession. Among 
the relics are several valuahle manuscripts, 
including an account rendered by Columbus 
of the amount of gold obtained by him in 
Santo Domingo, and the persons to whom it 
was sold. Another is the reply of Columbus 
to a criticism of his claims against the Crown 
of Spain, Another is a draft for 100 gold cas- 
tellanos, and a letter reading as follows: 4 
Most Virtuous Sir: I pray you to cause 100 gold 
castellanos, which [ need here, to go to Seville 
to be loaned tome. You will be pleased te order 
them to be given to the bearer, Diego Tristan, my 
Major Domo, who will acknowledge the receipt 
thereof on the back of this draft. 
Done of Friday, the 22d of October, 1451. 
Following is the signature of Columbus. 
On the back of the letter appears Diego Tris- 
tan’s receipt. Then follows this memorandum 
in Columbus’ handwriting: 


The above amount was deducted from the 150,- 
000 which afterwards were given to me at Seville 
by order of her oe to aid me in defraying 
“e arpenee and the receipt of which I acknowl- 

ged. 

Another documentis a lengthy argument ad- 
dressed to Ferdinand and Isabella, made by 
Columbus in the year 1500, demanding the full 
enjoyment of his privileges and concessions. 


DISBURSEMENT OF COLUMBIAN COINS, 


Secretary Foster Reports to the Senate on 
the Manner of the Distribution. 
Wasuineton, Jan. 17.—In response to a

PROF. FAHRIG MAKES OZONE CAPTIVE. 


He Claims to Have Accomplished What 
Heretofore Has Baffled Ali Scientists. 

Prof. E. Fahfig of Chicago claims to have 
discovered a process of capturing and utiliz- 
ing ozone. If his alleged discovery be veri- 
fied it entitles him to high rank among the 
great names of chemistry, Ozone is the vital 
essence of the air we breathe, and is so small 
in quantity as to be scarcely comprehensible. 
Scientists have tried fur years to concentrate 
this volatile essence so as to make it available, 
but have in all cases failed. 

Prof. Fahrig’s method is to concentrate the 
ozone by passing the atmosphere through a 
series of tubes in an oxygen furnace. ‘l'hese 
tubes are filled with am oxygen absorbent. 
Connected with the apparatus is a waste pipe 
for carrying off the nitrogen. The oxygen is 
then removed by steam from the absorbent. 
lt is now absolutely pure, and is passed 
through a series of generators charged with 
electricity up to 50,000 volts and is thus con- 
centrated. The oxygen is then burned in an 
oxygen furnace and the ozone is ready. It is 
purified in a generator and stored in tanks for 


use. 

This follows the process ot nature, for sci- 
entists say that there 1s always an unusually 
large amount of ozone in the air after an elec- 
trical storm, and that ozone is simply oxygen 
concentrated and burned by the electrical cur- 
rents in the air. > 

What can this gasso pressed and burned 
out of the air be used for? Prof. Fahrig’s 
claims are that it can be used to advantage in 
sterilizing milk, in which there almost always 
is found tuberculi. Ozone is the deadly enemy 
of tuberculi. 

Prof. Fanrig fays: ‘*It is the most powerful 
disinfectant known, and is especiaily valuable 
in casts of typhus-fever, small-pox, and chol- 
era. Sugarcan be bieached by it and fruit 
preserved during long shipments. Ozone salt 
in fine grains on paper, burned, gives off 
ozone and will relieve all laryngial and pul- 
monary affections. By the use of 
this ozone process during fermentation 
in making whisky the quantity of alcohol 
produced from any given quantity of grain is 
increased from 3 to 5 per cent, and the grain 
refuse after extracting the aicohol still con. 
tains from 5 to 8 per cent of alcohol-yielding 
water, and the yeast employed during the dis- 
tilling process also contains from 12 to 14 per 
cent of active matter.”’ 

Prof. Fahrig says he can take the ordinary 
highwine and so age it ina few hours by his 
ezone process that it can readily pass for rich 
old whisxy, so that the difference cannot be 
detected by an expert. This ozone process 
will soon be given a practical test in Chicago.

DINING-CAR WRECKED 


ONE MAN KILLED IN AN AOOIDENT 
ON THE SANTA FE ROAD. 


Broken Rail Causes One Car to Leave the 
Track, Turn Over While Rolling Down 
the Embankment, and Then Take Fire 
—A Waiter Is Consumed and Several 
Others Suffer Serious and Slight In- 
juries—Woman Killed by a Bullet Fired 
at Her Shadow. 


Fort Mapisoy, la., Jan. 17.—|Special.]—A 
dining car attached to the first section of 
Santa Fé passenger No. 3, west 
bound, was thrown from the track at 6:20 
o’clock this morning, a short distance west of 
Revere, Mo., by the breaking of a rail sup- 
posedly caused by the cold. No other cars 
left the track. ‘The dining car overturned and 
caught fire, one of the waiters being burned 
to death and several other employés being in- 
jured.

FOERSTEL’S BONDSMEN TO SETTLE, 


The St. Louis Man's Sureties Deposit the 
Amount of His Shortage. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 17.— (Special. ]—The 
bondsmen of ex-City Treasurer Michael 
Foerstel were today formally called upon by 
City Councilor Marshall to make good the de- 
ficiency in the treasury. The demand was 
made by letter and 1s for record purposes. 
The bondsmen have placed the amvuunt of the 
deficit in the hands of a trustee, and they say 
that. as -soon as judgment is entered 
against them the money will be paid 
over to the city. They say they 
do not intend to fight the matter, 
but that the action of the court upon the mat- 
ter is the only satisfactory way in which to de- 
termine the sum for ‘which the ex-Treasurer 
and his bondsmen are legally liable. The re, 
port of the special investigating committee, 
appointed by President Wafbridge while act- 
ing as Mayor, in effect exonerates Mr. Foer- 
stet from all criminality, while finding that 
the amount due is $64,100.32. James Haipin, 
one of the bondsmen, called at the City Coun- 
cilor’s office yesterday ana wanted to pay his 
proportionate amount of the shortage. He 
was disappointed upon learning that the city 
could not settle with him in that way. Mr. 
Marshall will bring suit at once in order that 
the matter nay be settled at the February 
term of the Circuit Court. 

The C. H. Mekeel Stamp and Publishing 
company of this city assigned today to Lanis 
J. W. Wall for the benefit of creditors. [The 
assets consist of stocks, printing plant, type, 
machinery, publications, etc., valued at $150,- 
000. The cause of the failure is not known, 
the members of the firm refusing tu make any 
statement. Itis thought that the resources 
are in excess of the liabilities. 

The Edison Electric Light company of New 
Yerk today obtained a temporary injunction 
against the Columbia Incandescent Lamp 
company of this city, restraining the latter 
from manufacturing and selling their lamps. 
The suit was commenced in the Circuit Court 
of the United States and was brought for al- 
leged infringement of the patents of the Edi- 
soncompany. The effect of the injunction, 
if made perpetual, will beto practically de- 
stroy the Columbia company. 


REPUDIATE BROKERS’ CLAIMS, 


Corser’s Creditors Say They Will Not Agree 
to the Payment of Margins, 

MinyEApouis, Minn., Jan. 17.—[Special.]— 
The creditors’ committee, examining the af- 
fairs of E. S. Corser, who failed for $1,000,000 
in December, finds that the affairs of Corser 
and E. S. Corser & Co. are in a bad condition. 
The mbdst disagreeable conditions arise from 
the wheat speculations of the Corser firm. 
Most of the business-mmen among the creditors 
object strenuously to seeing their money go tu 
pay the claims of wheat brokers. They 
are preparing to raise trouble on account of 
the Corser wheat operations. The creditors 
have already, it is claimed, decided to repudi- 
ate one claim against the Corser firm. This is 
the claim of A. J. Sawyer & Co. for $50,000, 
the margins on Mr. Corser’s last wheat deal. 
Sawyer & Co. will not of course submit toa 
loss of $50,000. If they are not given an equal 
share with the other creditors they will sue. 
The creditors do not intend to stop at the re- 
pudiation of this one $50,000 claim, it is said, 
but suits will be brought to recover money 
lost in previous wheat deals.

ADVANTAGES OF THE BRO WN TELEPHONE 


The Inventor Claims That It Is Always Ad- 
justed and in Order, 

The Brown Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, which subinitted a proposition to the 
Council Monday night to furnish the city 
with telephone instrurnents for the public 
system, which it proposed the latter should 
institute, is an Illinois corporation. Its capi- 
tal stock is $5,000,000, half of which, Secre- 
tary Wilson says, is held in the treasury of the 
company. ae 

It does. not intend to enter the field at the 
expiration of the telephone patent in March 
as a rival of existing coy:panies, he says. Its 
business will be to manufacture telephones 
under patents granted to F. H. Brown and 
sell them outright tu anybody. It will, how- 
ever, aid and stimulate the formation of sys- 
tems by private individuals or municipalities. 
It will extend to other cities proposals similar 
to that made to the City of Chicago. 

‘The expiration of the fundamental tele- 

hone patent throws the tield open’’ said Mr. 
eee yesterday. ‘“‘No dovbt many com- 
mares will compete for the profits of the 

usiness, and there will be plenty of litiga- 
tion, Isuppose. Our company expects it and 
is prepared to meet it with my telephone.” 

Inventor Brown explained the instrument to 
a reporter for Tus Tripung yesterday. The 
exterior consists of a transmitter and a re- 
ceiver. Both are round, nickel-plated boxes, 
from the bottoms of which protrude the two 
poles of a magnet joined together and form- 
ing a handie for the user. The handle of tne 
transmitter is curved while thatof the receiver 
is atraight. Near the bottom of boxes the 
poles divide. One enters the box at one side, 
the oter goes straight through the bottom at 
the center. The boxes contain a diaphragm 
and a spool wound with wire, 

“This is a magneto telephone and a suc- 
cessful one,”’ said Mr. Brown. ‘** Faraday dis- 
covered that an inductive body approaching 
and receding from a magnetic field generates 
a current in a conductor placed within the 
field. The attention of electricians for years 
has been directed toward the discovery of a 
method of utilizing this law in a commercial 
telephone, for it means that no battery need 
be used, no force of electricians kept in readi- 
ness, and the telephone made a simple instru- 
ment, always adjusted and in order. 

** The lack of success which has distinguished 
magneto telephones has been due to the fact 
that every magnet used heretofore has placed 
the diaphragm under magnetic stress. It has 
not been left free to vibrate and generate a 
sufficient current. In this telephone the two 
ends of the poles are of the same polarity, 
while the end constituting the handle 1» of dif- 
ferent polarity. 

Its practical effect is that it relieves the disk 
or diaphragm of magnetic stress and it gen- 
erates a current strong enough to convey the 
tones of the voice. The size of the wire- 
wound spool within the box determines the 
length of wire over which the voice will 
travel, and, as the spool can be changed, it is 

ossible to talk over a wire of great length. 

t is theoretically possible to talk to the 
moon. That isa popular explanation of the 
telephone,”’ 

Mr. Brown says he has been at work upon 
it for six years, and in that time has taken out 
about twenty-five patents. The instrument, 
he says, has been tested on a wire between 
Milwaukee and Oshkosh and found to work 
perfectly. 

‘We shall use the familiar telephone box 
that is used by the Bell company for signal- 
ing. Otherwise our telepnone will not look 
like those now in use. Both the receiver and 
transmitter are practically the same in con- 
struction. The receiver may be used to trans- 
mit with or the transmitter may be used as a 
receiver. 

‘* We are not going to organize exchanges, 
as I have said, but shall sell our instruments 
at $50 a pair. The city could accept our prop- 
osition and rent telephones at the price we 
have specified and make a handsome profit. 
Other cities can do the same, There is an 
enormous field for us outside of 
the range of ordinary telephones. 
Our instruments will be adjusted when 
they leave the shop and they will not again re- 
quire an expert electrician’s attention, for 
there will be no battery to renew and no fresh 
adjustinent to make. We expect to sell them 
to large manufacturing plants. Such, for in- 
stance, as packing-houses and to mining con- 
panies, where it is desirable to have a method 
of vocal communication between headquarters 
and many departments.” 

A telephone man chatting yesterday on the 
expiration of the Bell patent in March, and 
the rival companies which it was supposed 
would spring into existence immediately there- 
after, said that the profits of the business 
were faintly understood by the public. 

** The Bell instruments,’”’ said he, “ cost 
about $2.50 each. When the rental they re- 
ceive for them is placed alongside of this the 
result looks appalling. The company gets 
7200 per cent a year on some of its instru- 


menta.’’

AGAINST “MUD PIES,” | 


SCHOOL MANAGEMENT OOMMITTEE 
REAOHES A DEOISION. 


It Will Recommend to the Board of Edu- 
cation That After the Present Year Clay 
Modeling Studies Be Dropped—it Also 
Favors a Plan for Giving Unmarried 
Women Preference Over Those with 
Husbands for Appointments as Teachers 
~—To Investigate’ Dunning Institutions. 


The School Management commiitee of the 
Board of Education decided yesterday to 
recommend to the board that, after the pres- 
ent school year, clay modeling studies be dis- 
continued; and that unmarried women take 
precedence of those who are married when 
appointinents as teachers are made. Under 
the second proposition it is provided that the 
marriage of a female teacher is tantamount 
toher resignation. Trustee Cusack moved 
that the studies be discontinued. Miss Burt 
offered a substitute to refer the matter to the 
Superintendents and said she had letters 
from Mr. Lane and the assistant superintend- 
ents in which they recommend clay inodeling. 

‘It is not right for us to pay no attention to 
the superintendents when they ail favor the 
study,’’ she said. 

Trustee Brennan said that he had talked 
with a gentleman whe had asked fifty princi- 
pals for an opinion on clay modeling and he 
said that nearly all agreed that the study 
should be discontinued. ‘ Trustee Brennan 
said he had asked the same question of teach- 
ers and principals with whom he had come in 
contact and that his experience had been the 
same, 

Mrs. Flower said she had never been con- 
verted to clay modeling, but she thought the 
committee should pot be carried too far in its 
action. ‘“‘I favor deferring action on clay 
modeling at present, or appointing a sub- 
committee to revise the entire systein of spe- 
cial studies,’’ she said. 

“Children in the district which I repre- 
sent,’’ said Trustee Cusack, “‘ have no time 
to spare for these special studies, I shall lose 
no time in introducing a resolution proviaing 
for a 25 percent reduction in the appropria- 
tions for music, drawing, and physical cul- 
ture,” 

Trustee Trude said that 78‘*per cent of the 
children left school after an average attend- 
ance of two years and four months. In that 
time, he argued, they should be given an edu- 
cation as far as possible practical. “‘In view 
of the law, and with the unmistakabie voice of 
the people, as evidenced in the public press 
and by petit’ons and letters sent to me,’’ he 
said, “I care no more for the opinions of the 
superintendents in opposition than for the 
idle whistling of the wind.”’ 

Supt. Lane was asked to express an opinion 
on special studies. ‘*Clay-modeling, under 
competent teachers,”’ said Mr. Lane, “‘is the 
means of valuable mental training. It is val- 
uable in connection withother studies. When 
teachers are incompetent there is a waste of 
time. Undoubtedly there is a waste as the 
study is at present carried on under unskillful 
teachers.’”’ He advised that competent people 
be employed and clay-modeling continued. 

Trustee Cusack’s motion to discontinue the 
study was carried, as follows: 

Yeas— Brennan, Duggan, Trude, Cusack. 

Nay—Miss Burt. 

Mrs. Flower and Mr. Halle refused to vote. 

‘The committee drew up a report providing 
that preferenve should be given in selecting 
teachers to unmarried over married women 
and to widows over married women; that tne 
marriage of a female teacher should be con- 
sidered as her resigaation, and that no woman 
having.a child under 2 years of age should be 
appointed. 

** Modeling clay might become the medium 
of conveying various. forms of contagious 
diseases,” said Dr. W. Lewis Tatlman-yester- 
day, in reference to the * mud pie” fad of the 
School Board. ‘Perhaps the dangeris not 
very great, but there is certainly the element 
of danger in the use of wet clay by one set of 
children in the schools one day for modeling 
and by other children on succeeding days. 
The diseases most likely to be communicated 
would be skin diseases, That very unpleasant 
ailment, which is so hard to cure, the itch, 
would be particularly easy of coutraction 
where the clay was used bya child ‘so af- 
flicted and then passed on to another child for 
handling. Aside from the danger of contagion 
the idea of handling the clay day after day un- 
til it should lose its value for modeling ts not 
a very nice one trom a sanitary point of 
view.”’ 

‘“*Would the germs of a contagious disease 
propagate in clay or simply lie dormant?” 

“If the clay should become sufficiently 
heated from staying in a warm room I would 
think the germs might reproduce. The clay 
if cold would retain the germs for an in- 
definite period in a state of coma, ready to 
become active under favorable circumstances ; 
but if the clay should reach a temperature of 
65° or 70° they might propagate. There is one 
way, however, by which all danger of con- 
tagion night be overcome, no matter through 
whose hands it might pass. By mixing a dis- 
infectant with the water used for moistening 
the clay all germs could be killed. Carbolic 
acid or boracie acid could be used with per- 
fect safe ty.”’ 


TO INVESTIGATE AT DUNNING TODAY. 


County Board Committee Will Find Out 
the Condition of the Institutions. 

The County Board committee on the insti- 
tutions at Dunning will look today into the 
charges that the condition of the machinery, 
apparatus, and supplies is “fearful.” Supt. 
Brown said yesterday that he had not threat- 
ened to resign because of the alleged state of 
affairs. Commissioner , Clark of the Building 
committee began looking about for a pump 
to replace the one that supplies all the water 
for the insane asyluin. Commissioner Green 
says the reason the boilers and engines are not 
in good condition and that the institutions 
cannot be properly heated is that the engineer 
is totally incompetent. He was a locomotive 
engineer and never ran a stationary engine 
until he went out to Dunning. The present 
Commissioners at one of their first meetings 
were told that the insurance companies would 
void their policies on buildings 
at Dunnmg _§ if the electric light 
plant were not put in _ better shape. 
Every requisition for blankets or clothes that 
came to the last board was honored. Not- 
withstanding the fact that patients are said to 
be freezing at Dunning the Superintendent 
did not send in a requisition for blankets yes- 
terday afternoon, but he did send in for ten 
dozen white bedspreads. Commissioner Kelly 
favors bonding the county for money to make 
repairs and get city water out to Dunning. 
President Edmanson says the talk of Dunning 
officials resigning is sheer nonsense. 


Frederick H. Marsh Resigns. 

Frederick d. Marsh sent his resignation to 
Chief of Police McClaughry yesterday. It will be 
accepted and will take effect Jan. 25. In the 
meantime Mr. Marsh will rank as Inspector and 
will act under special instructions from head- 
quarters. In his letter to the Chief Mr. Marsh 
says that he will retire to prevent the displace- 
ment of Inspector Koch, since it 18 doubtful 
whether the Council Finance committee will 
recommend money enough, to enable Chief Mc- 
Claughry to employ an additional officer of that 
rank. The resignation was not unexpected. 
When Mr. Marsh was reappointed recently the 
understanding was that he would retire. His old 
position as head of the Detective Bureau is occu- 
pied by Alexander Ross, and that officer has given 
such good satisfaction that the Chief considered 
it bad policy to remove him, 


For City Control of Light and Power Plants. 

Ald. Tripp bas drafted an amendment to the 
city charter providing for municipal control of 
light, power, and heat plaots. The amendment 
was prepared in accordance with the resolution 
passed by the Council and will be introduced to 
the Legislature this week.

WOULD WORK IN FAVOR OF CHICAGO. 


The Canadian Pacific-Grand Trunk Plan of 
Fast Steamers to Europe. 

A friend of the Canadian Pacific who has 
been studying lately the effect which the short- 
ening of the Transatlantic Ocean route by 
putting on a fast line of steamers running 
from Halifax to Europe would have upon the 
commerce of Chicago as compared with New 
York comes to the conclusion that no other 
city would be so immensely benefited as Chi- 
cago by this proposed action of the Canadian 
Pacific and Grand Trunk. With the present 
poor service from Portland, Me., he says, a 
passenger can leave Chicago one day later and 
go to Halifax instead of Portland and catch 
the same steamer he would have caught at 
Portland. The difference in ocean mileage 
between New York and Liverpool and Halifax 
and Liverpool is said by all authorities to be 
600 miles, so that if the White - Star 
or Cunard steamers were running from Hali- 
fax to Liverpool it would be perfectly safe to 
estimate that more than one day and a half 
in time would be saved. By looking ata 
Canadian Pacific map it will be observed that 
from Chicago to Halifax there is now a direct 
and continuous route. If to this is added the 


facilities for coaling at Halifax, with excellent 


coal mines in its immediate vicinity, it makes 
that port superior to any North Atlantic sea- 
port. ho the big steamers of the 
great New York lines have had to putin at 
Halifax for coal, and what is known as the 
Lane route of the Cunards passed most ex- 
actly over the direct line which a steamer 
would take sailing from Halifax. 

The result, as regards Chicago, seems to the 
gentleman above referred to to be about as 
fillows: Take the case of a prominent busi- 
ness-man having important financial arrange- 
ments to complete in the City of London; in- 
stead of going via New York he wou!d go di- 
rect to Halifax from Chicago, saving two 
days, and the negotiations would be as be- 
tween London and Chicago, not between 
London and New York in behalf of Chicago. 
As regards Chicago, the Canadian Pacific and 
Grand Trunk railways would necessarily be 
the only two roads which would strive to have 
the swiftest ocean steamers running to Hali- 
fax and Portland, while the trunk lines be- 
tween Chicago and New York, Boston, and 
Philadelphia would naturally favor an oppo- 
site policy.

PANAMA RAILROAD’S NEW ALLY. 


Contract Made with the North American 
Navigation Company. 

New York, Jan. 17.—Contracts were signed 
this afternoon by the Panama railroad com- 
pany and the North American Navigation 
company by which all of the railroad com- 
pany’s west-bound business will be diverted 
from the Pacific Mail company to the Nav- 
igation company. The latter is a California 
corporation with $3,000,000 capital, formed by 
the merchants and shippers of San Francisco. 
Its stock will be placed for ten years in the 
nands of trustees to keep it from being 
bought in the interests of any rival line. 
Frank S. Johnson of San Francisco, who has 
been here on business for the company, said 
today that he had arranged to charter a num- 
ber of vessels and that later on his company 
would probably build five or six new ships. 

In order to make the new company entirely 
independent of any existing lines the Panama 
railroad company will, Feb. 15, starta new 
line from New York to Colon, The steam- 
ships San Marco and Alamo will run on. this 
line and another line of ships will run from 
New Orleans to Colon. Arrangements have 
been made with the Illinois Central railroad 
by which through rated can be made from 
Chicago tothe Pacific ws agp | way ot the 
Isthmus. Mr. Johnson said ay that the 
change was the result of the oppression of the 
Pacific Mail.

On the recommendation of George M. Howe 
from the Committee on Credentials Boards of 


Trade of Columbus, Cleveland, Oswego, Roch- 
ester, Pittsburg, and Baltimore were ad- 
mitted.
